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Mb BuvTAir vas a wonderful man. Called by divine g^ace 
out of a state of ignorance, vice, and obscurity, he became, with* 
oat the aid of human culture, a most useful minister of the 
gospel, and a very eminent^writer: — a writer so eminent, that 
though he has been dead more than tr centuiy, his works stiU 
live, and are deservedly popular; particularly his allegorical 
works— the Pilgrim's Progress and the Holy War. Few bookf 
have ever been so often printed, or so much admired as the for 
mer. In that charming work, the christian life is represented 
under th« figure of a journey, and the pilgrim is conducted 
through a thousand remarkable incidents, from his native city 
of Destruction, to Heaven, the city of God. In the Holy War, 
the same subject is treated in a military manner. The fall and 
recovery of man are represented by two remarkable revolutions 
in the town of Mansoul. The human soul is figuratively con- 
aidered as a beautiful and prosperous town, seduced from its 
obedience to Shaddai, its builder and governor, by the strata- 
gems of Diabolus, his inveterate enemy; but the town, after a 
tedious war, is again recovered by the victorious arms of Imman* 
uel, the king's son. This military view of the subject is 
strictly consonant with the sacred scriptures, wliich I'epresent 
the christian life as a warfare, Christ as a captain, the believer 
a& a soldier of Jesus Christ, the preaching of the gospel as the 
weapons of the holy war, and the graces of the Spirit as so many 
parts of the heavenly armour. Mr Bunyan was better qualified 
*than most ministers to treat this subject with propriety, having 
himself been a soldier; and knowing, by experience, the arts 
and the hardships of war. Indeed, he has conducted the whole 
work with singular ingenuity and skill. He displays through- 
out, his accurate knowledge of the Bible and its distinguishing 
doctrines; his deep acquaintance with the heart; and its desper- 
ate wickedness; his knowledge of the devices of Satan, and of 
the prejudices of the carnal mind against the gosp'^l. He proves 
himself to have had an extensive knowledge of christian expe- 
rience, of the power of conscierce, of the excellency of faith, 
of the misery arising from doubts and fears, of the danger cf

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earnal-securitjT, and of the necessity of -erueifying the fleshy 
with its afTections and lusts. The grace and love of our Lord 

i» Jesus ChWst are sweetly delineated in the character. of his Im- 
manuel; and the powerful influences of the Holy Spiritare finely 
described in the cliaracter of the Secretary. A vast fund of 
experimental religion is treasured up in this book; while the in- 
struction is conveyed in the form of entertafnment and amuse- 
ment; and occasionally, a smile excited by the singular propriety 
of the unusual names assigned to the numerous characters in* 

, troduced. 

To render this edition of the Hojy War more agreeable than 
any former one, the same method is pursued as in the Editor's 
edition of the Pilgrim's Progress. The work is divided into 
* chaptefs of a moderate length, an improvement which this 
Work certainly wanted. Proper pauses are necessary to relieve 
the attention of the reader, as well as to allow time for ceflection, 
and to assist the memory. A considerable number of explana- 
tory and practical notes are subjoined, intended to. render the 
author's designs more conspicuous; to impress a useful hint, which 
might otherwise be passed over too hastily, and to point out some 
of those latent beauties, which might efse escape a cursory rea- 
der. In attempting this, the Editor has availed himself of the 
author's marginal key^ with which he has endeavoured to unlock 
every division of the clirious cabinet, and to expose the valuable 
contents. From the very favourable reception which his edition 
of the Pilgrim has obtained from the public, he entertains a 
hope that the present volume may prove equally acceptable and 
useful.

It is derived fnm the Hebrew word for the breiutj which affords 
iioui-ishment to youiig creatures ; and so intimates, that we derive all our 
support from God, as the helpless infant firom the iaother*s breast This 
name is, in this woric, applied to God the Father.

Whether thej had best to go and sit down before Mansoul 
in their now ragged and beggarly guise? 

To which it was answered also in the negative. By no means; 
and that beeause, though the town of Mansoul had been made to 
know, and to hare to do with, before now, things that are in* 
yisible;' they never did as yet see apy of their fellow-crealure* 
Alecto ™ "^ ^^^ ^^^ rascally a condition as they: and 

this was the advice of the fierce Alecto. Then

. . advice that is already given is safe; for though the 

men of Mansoul have seen such things as we once 
were, yet hitherto they did never behold such things as we now 
are. And it is best, in my opinion, to come upon them in such 
a guise as is common to, and most familiar among them. To 
this when they had consented; the next thing to be considered, 
was, in what shape, hue, or 'guise, Diabolus had best to show 
r T td» bimself, when he went about to make Mansoul 

ucijer j^.^ ^^^^ Then one said one thing, and another 
gives '***/* , thecontrary. At lastLuciferf answered, that, in

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tbey will never imagioe that any attempt should by them be made 
upon the town; and, to blind all, let him assume the body of 
one of those beaats that Mansoul deems to be wiser than any «f 
the rest, Gen. ili. 1. Rev. xx. I, 2. This advice was applauded 
of all; so it was determined that the giant Diabolus should as- 
sume the dragon; for that he was, in those days,, as familiar with 
the town of Mansoul> as now is the bird with the boy; for no- 
thing that was in its primitive state was at all amazing to them. 
They then proceeded to the third thing, which was, 

HI. Whether they had best^how their inclinations, or the design 
of their coming to Mansoul, or no? 

This also was answered in the negative, because of the weight 
that was in their former reasons, to wit, for that Mansoul were* 
a strong people, a strong people in a sti*ong town« whose wall 
and gates were impregnable (to say nothing of their castles,) nor 
can they by ^ny means be won but by their own . consent.

*' ver nnd: this is the way to win Mansoul, and to 

make them willingly open their gates to us; yea, and desire us 

also to come in to them. 

And the reason w^ty I think that this project wUl do, is, be- 
cause the people of Mansoul are now every one simple and in- 
nocent: all honest and true: nor do they as yet know what it is 
to be al^aulted with fraud, guile, and hypocrisy. They are 
strangers to lying and dissembling lips; wherefore we cannot, 
if thus we be disguised, by them at all be discerned; our lies 
shall go for true sayings, and our dissimulation for upright 
dealings. What we promise them, they will in that believe us, 
* especially if in all our lies and feigned words we pretend great 
love to them, and that our design is only their advantage and hon- 
our. Now there was not one bit of a reply against this, for it 
went as current down as doth the water down a deep descent: 
wherefore they go to consider of the last proposal, which was, 

IV. Whether they had not best to give out orders to some of 
their company, to shoot some one or more of the principal of 
the townsmen; if they judge that their cause might be promoted 
thereby? 

This was carried in the affirmative; and the man that was de»

was danger, what a slavery it is to live always in fear of the 
greatest of punishments, for doing so small and trivial a thing 
as eating a little fruit is!

Unreasonable, as was hinted before, for that the punishment is 
not proportioned to the offence: there is a great difference and 
disproportion betwixt the life, and an apple: yet the one must 
go for the other, by the law of your Shad Ai. But it is also 
intricate, in that he saith, first you may eat of alL' and yet, afler 
forbids the eating of one. And then, in the last ^flace, it must

This is manifest by the very name of the tree, it is 
ealled The Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil: and have you 
that knowledge as yet? No, no; nor can you conceive how good, 
how pleasant, and how much to be desured to make one wise, 
it is, to long as you stand by your King's oommaadment. 
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Why akottld jon be koldcn in igaoniDce und btlndness* Why 
should you not be enlarged id knowledge and understanding? 
And now, O ye inhabitants of the famous town of Mansoul, to 
MehoUUmtta*^^*^ ™°'* particularly to yourseWes, ye are 
faUe Hbertv ^^^ * ^'** people: ye arc kept both in bondage 
^* and slavery, and that by a grievous threat, no 
reason being annexed, but, so 1 will have it, so it shall be. 
And is it not grievous to think on, that the very thing you are 
forbidden to do, might you but do it, would yield you'both 
wisdom and honour^ for then your eyes will be opened, and you . 
shall be as gods. Now, since this is thus, quoth he, can you be 
kept by any prince in more slavery, and in greater bondage 
than you are under this day? You are made underlings, and are 
wrapt up in inconveniencies, as I have well made appear: for 
what bondage greater than to be kept in blindness! Will not 
reason tell you, that it is bett«r to have eyes, than to be with- 
out them? and that to be at liberty, is better th«iB to be shut 
in a dark and stinking cave.,*"* 

And just now, while Diabolus was speaking these words tc 
Cabtain Renat- M*'*»*>^'»Ti8iphone shot at Captain Resistance, 
OMe slain ' ^^^-^^ ^® ttood on the gate, and mortally 
wounded him in the head: so that he, to the 
amazement ofthe townsmen, and the encouragement of DiaboluS| 
fell down dead quite oVer tlie wall, f Now when Captain Resist- 
ance was dead (and he was the only man of war in the town,} 
poor Mansoul Vas wholly left naked of courage, nor had she 
now any heart to resist: but this was as the devil would have it 
Then stood forth that He, Mr Ill-pause, that Diabolus brought 
with him, who was his orator, and he addressed himself to speak 
to the town of Mansoul: the tenour of whose speech here follows: 

Ill-Pause. «« Gentlemen," quoth he, " it is my master's

Nor doth there need tliat « 
word more should be spoken to confirm for truth what he halh 
said; there is not a word but carries with itself evidence iu its 
bowels; the very nam« of the tree may put an end to all contro- 
Tersy in this matter. I therefore at this time shall only add this 
advice to you, under and by the leave of my lord (and with 
that he made Diabolns a very low congee:] consider his words; 
look on the tree, and the promising fruit thereof; remember

And now was Man- 
soul brought under to purposes, and made to fulfil the lusts of 
the will, and of the mind.t 

But it will not be out of my thoughts, what a desperate one 
this Will-be-wtll was, when power was put into his hand. 
First, he flatly denied that he owed any suit or service to his 
former prince and liege lord. *'This done, in the next place he 
took an oath, swore fidelity to his great ipaster Diabolus, and 
then being stated and settled in his place, office, advancement, 
and preferment, oh you cannot think, unless ^ou had seen it, 
the strange work tl^at this workman made in the town of Man- 
soul.

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in the town. For example, hit clerk, Mr Mind, had some 
old rents, Nehem. ix. 26, and torn parchments of the law of 
good Shaddai in his house: but when Wiil-be-will saw them, 
he cast them behind his back. True, Mr Recorder had some 
of the laws in his study; but my lord could by no means come 
at them: he also thought and said, the windows of my old lord

There was no other like him to trumpet about the streetf 
the brave nature, the wise conduct ahd great glory of the king 
Diabolus. He would range throughout alh the streets of Man- 
soul, to cry up his illustrions lord; and would make himself 
even as an abject, among the base and rascally crew, to cry up 
V ' I th htM ^^' valiant prince. And I say, when and 
^ * wheresoever he found, those vassals, he would 
even make himself as one of them. In all ill courses, he would 
act without bidding, and do mischief without commandment. 

The Lord Will-be-will also had a deputy under him* and his 
name was Mr Affection: qpe that was also greatly debauched 
in his principles, and answered thereto in his life, Rom. i. 25: 
he was only given to the flesh, and therefore they call him Vile- 
affection. Now there was he, and one Carnal-lust, the daughter 
of Mr Mind (like to like, quoth the devil to the collier,) that

When the giant had thus ingarrisoned himself in the town 
of Mansoul, and had put down and set up whom bethought good, 
he betakes himself to defacing. Now there was in the market'- 
place of Mansoul, and also upon the gates of the castle, an

What JV^- world. This he basely eommanded to be defaced, 
ttmth did " *"*^ *^ ^** basely done by the hand of Mr No-truth. 
Now you must know, that as Diabolus had comman- 
ded, and that by the hand of Mr No-truth, the image of Shaddai 
was defaced; he likewise gave order that the same Mr No-truth 
should set up in its stead, the horrid and formidable image of 
' Diabolus; to the great contempt of the former king, and deba* 
sing his town of Mansoul.* 

Moreover, Diabolus made havock of all remains of the lawa 
JiU I b h ^^^ statutes of Shaddai, that could be found in

To be short, there was nothing of the 
remain^ of good in Mansoul, which he^nd Wili-be-will sought 
not to destroy; for their design was, to turn Mansoul into a brute, 
and to make it like the sensual sow, by the hands of Mr No*

When he had destroyed what law ana good orders he could,

couraged, countenanced, and promoted lasciviousness and all 
ungodliness there. Yea, much more did Diabolus to encourage 
wickedness in the town of Mansoul; he promised them peace, 
content, joy and bliss, in doing his commands, and that they 
should never be called to an account for their not doing the con- 
trary. And let this serve to give a taste to them that love to 
hear of what is done beyond their knowledge, afar off in other 
countries.

The reebrder was one whose name was Forget-good; and a

' carder nothing but mischief, and to do it with delight. 

He was naturally prone to do things that are 
hurtful; even hurtful to Uie town of Mansoul, and to all the 
dwellers there. These two, therefore, by their power and 
practice, examples, and smiles upon evil, did much more mis- 
chief, and settled the common people in hurtful ways; for who 
doth not perceive, that when those that sit aloft are vile and cor* 
rupt themselves, they corrupt the whole region and country 
where they are. f 

Besides these Diabolus made several burgesses and aldermen

mention. 

When the giant had thus far proceeded in his work, in the 
He buildeth three "*** pl*ce he betook him to build some strong 
•ifmur htkhla holds in the town; and he built three that seem- 

eirmig nouu, ^ ^ ^^ ^^ impregnable. The first he called the 
hold of Defiance, because it was made to command the whole town, 
and to keep it from the knowledge of its ancient king. The 
second he called Midnight hold, because it was built on purpose 
to keep Man soul from the &ue knowledge of itself. The tliird 
was called Sweet-sinhold, because by that he fortified Mansoul " 
against all desires of good. The first of these holds stood close 
by Eye-gate, that the light might as much as possible be dark- 
ened there. The second was built hard by the old castle, to 
the end that that might be made more blind, if possible. And 
the third stood in the market-place. 

He that Diabolus made govemor over the first of these, was 
one Spite-God, a most blasphemous wretch. He came with the 
whole rabble of them that came against Mansouf at first, and 
was himself one of themselves. He that was made the govern- 
or of Midnigbt-hold was one Love-no-ligfat, he was also one of 
them that came first against the town. And he that was made 
the governor of the hold called Sweet-sin-hold, was one whose 
name was Love-flesh; hir was dso a very lewd fellow, but not 
of that country from whence the others are bound. This fellow 
could find more sweetness when he was sticking a lust, than he 
did in the Paradise of God. 

And now Diabolus thought hiuiself safe; he had taken Man-

He told 
too, the which I had almost forgot, how Diabolus had put the 
town of Mansoul into arms, the better to capacitate them, on his 
behalf, to make resistance against Shaddai their king, should 
he come to reduce them to their former obedience. 

Now the tidings-teller did not deliver his relation of things

14;) this son of Shad- 
dai, I say, having striken hand with 'his father, and promised 
that he would be his servant to recover Mansoul again, stood 
by his resolution, nor would he repent of the same. The pur-

$et on foot for ** * certain time, prefixed by both, the king's

ManaovL Universe, and there in a way of justice and 

equity, by making amends for the follies of 
Mansoul, ne should lay the foundation of her perfect deliver- 
ance from Diaholus, and from his tyranny.* 

Moreover, Imroanuel resolved to make, at a time convenient, 
ia\ Bv the HO' * ^*** ^P^** ^^ giant Diaholus, (a) even while 
J Qf^g, ' he was possessed of the town of Mansoul; and 

^ ' that he would fairly, by strength of hand, drive 

him out of his hold, his nest, and take it to himself, to be his 
habitation. 

This Letng now resolved upon, order was given to the Lord 
The H I ^^*®^ Secretary, to draw up a fair record of what 
» 'M ^ ^^^ determined, and to cause that it should be pub- 
p urea. Ugi^gj jj^ ^n ^^ corners of the kingdom of Universe. 
A short breviat of the contents thereof, you may, if you please, 
take here as follows: 

' Let all men know, who are concerned, than the son of 
Vh^cant^tM Shaddai, the great king, is engaged by oo- 
' ''«"««^**- yenant to his father, to bring his Mansoul to 

ftingt. ** Doth Ood thai hate sin. and shall not we hate it? Hath our nn 
rrieved him to the heart^ and fball not we be g^eved to the hean for it? O 
that this consideration may humble and shame lu, and that we may look upon 
him whom we have thus grieved and mourn.** Hettry, 

* How astonishinr is the divine benignity! and who can express it so well 
as in the words of fromanuel himself (John iii. 6.) O^dSO loved thetporld^ 
so loved! How much he loved, no tongue can tell, no heart conceive. It is 
Ir vf unsought, unparalk led, free, arid everlasting! 
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liim again; jea, and to pat Manaonl too, throogh his lore, 
into a far better and more happj condition than it was in be- 
fore it was taken by Diabolns.'* 

Thesa papers, therefore,, were pnblisbe^ in several places, 
to the no little molestation of the tyrant Diabolus; for now, 
thought he, I shall be molested, and my habitation will be taken 
from me. 

Bat when this matter, I mean this purpose of the king and hii 
son, did at first take air at court, who can tell bow the high lords, 
chief captains and noble princes that were there, were taken with 
the business ! First, They whispered to one another, (a) and afler

15. thinking belike that Shaddai had 
not power to absolve them from this covenant with death, and 
Theu take the *5''®®"*^ot ^^^^ \iei\. Nor did the silly Mansoul 
oath. 9^Jli^L or boggle at all at this most monstrous en- 

gagement, but, as if it had been a sprat in the 
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mouth of a whale, ihej swallowed it witboat aay chewiof^. Were 
they troubled at it ? Nay, ihef rather bragged and boasted of 
tbeir so bravefidelitj to the tyrant their pretended king; swearing 
that they would never be ehangelings, nor forsake their old lord 
for a new.* 

Thus did Diabolus tie poor Mansoal fast; btU jealousy that 
never thinks itself strong enough, put him, in the next place, 
upon another exploit, which was, yet more, if possible, to de- 
bauch this town of Mansoul; wherefore he caused, by the 
hand of one Mr Filth, an odious, nasty, lascivious piece of beast- 
liness (a) to be drawn up in writing, and set upon the gates: 
(a) Odious whereby he granted and gave licence to all his* 
otLeiMiical battle ^^^ *"^ trusty sons in Mansonl, to do whatr

^' believe, liope, or consent to the truth thereof: 

for reason says, ' the bigger the sinner, the less ground or hope

S. The second reason was, If perhaps Immanuel, the son of 
8haddai their king, by seeing the horrible and profane doings of 
the town of Mansoul, might repent, though. entered into a cove- 
nant of redeeming them, of pursuing that covenant of their re- 
demption; for he knew that bhaddai was holy, and that his son 
Immanuel was holy? yea, he knew it by woful experience: for, 
for the iniquity and sin of Diabolus was he cast from the highest 
orbs. Wherefore what more rational than for him to conclude, 
that thus for sin it might fare with Mansoul.^ But fearing lest

delireranee;) for, thought he. If I first spread this abroad, the 
tidings that fsight come after will be swallowed up of this; for 
what else will Mansoul say, when they shall hear that they 
must be delivered, but that the true meaning is, Shaddai intends 
to destroy them? Wherefore he summons the whole town into 
Th/» hla f ^^ marlcet-plaee, and there with deceitful 
I ne place oj (ongue thus he addresses himself unto them: 
neann^ ana oj ,, QenUemen, and my very good friends, you 
coimaenntr. ^^^ ^^^ ^ ^^^ -know, my legal subjects, and 
men of the famous town of Mansoul { you Icnow how, from the 
first day that I have been with you until now, I have behaved 
myself among you, and what liberty and great privileges you liave 
enjoyed under my go vein ment;l hope, to your honour and mine, 
and also to your content and delight. Now, my famous Man- 
soul, a noise of trouble there is abroad, of trouble to the town 
of Mansoul; sorry I am therefore for your sakes. For I received 
but now by the post, from my Lord Lucifer (and he used to have 
good intelligence) that your old king Shaddai is raising an army 
to come against you, to destroy you root and branch \ and this, 
O Mansoul, is now the cause that at this time I have called you 
together, namely, to advise what in this juncture is best to be 
done. For my part, I am but one, and can with ease shift for 
myself, did 1 list to seek my own ease, and to leave my Man- 
soul in all danger, but my heart is so firmly united to you, and 
so loth am I to leave you, that I am willing to stand and fall 
with you, to the utmost hazard that shall befal me.

Kow all this time the good king, the king Shaddai, was pre- 
paring to send an army to recover the town of Mansoul again

thoasaad, all true men; for they came from the king'aovn courts 
and were those of his own choosing. 

They came up to Mansoul under the conduct of four stout 
generals, each man being captain often thousand meni and theae 
are their names, and their ensigns.

These foiir captains fas was said) the king thought fit in the 
first place to send to Mansoul, to make an attempt upon it; for 
indeed generally, in all his wars, be did use to place these four 
captains in the ran, for they were rery slput and rough-hewn 
men, Psal. Ix. 4. 'men that were fit to break the ice, and to make 
their way by dint of sword, and their men were like them* 
selves.

The fourth captain was Captain Execution; to him were given 
ten thousand men: his ensign was one Mr Justice; he also baM 
the red colours, and his scutcheon was a fruitless tree, with an

Well, the captaina and their forcea, their 
men and under offieera, being bad upon a day by Sliaddai into 
tike field, and there called o?er by their namea, were, then and 
there put into auch ^meaa m became their degree, and that 
aerrice that now they were going about for their king. 

Now when the king had muatered bia forcea (for it waa he 
that muatered the hoatio^'the battle,) he gave unto the captaina 
their aereral coromiaaiona, with charge and eommandmenty in 
the audience of all the aoMiera, that they ahould take heed 
faithfully and courageoualy to do and execute the aame. Their 
eommiaaiona were, for the aubstance of them, the aame in form^ 
though as to name, title, place, and degree of the capUina, there 
might be aame, but very amall rariation: and here let me give 
you an account of the matter and aum contained in their eom- 
miaaion.

■ In all age* of the world, even tlKNe pretioot to the incarnatiBn ofChriaty 
Ood ha** tent mewagea of mercy to hit aiaful areatarea bj hia aerfaata, whose 
various gifts are described by the foar eaptaint. Boanerges (Mark iii. 17.) 
aignifiea the powerftil and awakening^ preaching of the word; Conviction 
means the awfVil display of the holy law, as at Sinai, with its proper effect 
on the conscience, eonvincinff of the transgresaiona eommittecl against it; 
Judgment is designed to Rhow the terror of a sinner, alarmed by the dreadftil 
threatenings of offended justiee, and esipectation of the gnat day of ac« 
counts; and Execution may sisnify the fulfilment of thoae threatenings in 
the final destruction of impenitent and unbeliering sinners, who reject the 
•vertui^s of mercy in the gospel. These are the instroments which Ood 
ia pleased generally to employ in convincing and converting sinners, as 
might be exemplified in the ease of the jailer. Acts zvL; but he aometimca 
WorlKS with eoual efficacy by milder means, and at once gentlv opena the 
heart to admit Iroroaiiuel, as m the instance of l^ydia, mentioned m the aam^ 
chapter. 
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Botil, (atid look to ttiftelf, tfiftC fhon hvve good salis&etioH 
t»ii«hing the truth of their obedience.) Thas when thou hast 
oommanded tliem (if they in truth submit thereto, ) then do thou 
to the uttermost of thj power, what in thee lies, to set up for 
me n garrison in the feittous town of Mansoul^ nor do thou hurt 
the least "taatWe that moTeth or breatheth therein, if they will 
submit themselves to me, but treat thou stieh as if they were thy 
friends or brethren; for all such I loVe, «^ they shall be dear 
unto me; and tell them, that I will talce a tim^ to come unto 
them, and to let them know that I am mereifUl, I Thess. ii. 7 — 11. 
*But if they shall, notwithstanding thy summons, and the 
producing of my authority, resist, stand out against thee, and re* 
bel; then I do command thee to make use of all thy cunning, 
power, might, and force, to bring them under by strength of 
hand. Farewell. 

That you see the sum of their eommitslons; for, as I said l>e> 
fd)re, for the substance of them, they were the same that the 
rest of the no|ile captains had. 

Wherefore they haying received each commander his authority 
at the hand of their Ictiig; the day being appointed, and the place 
of their rendetvous prefixed, each commander appearing in such 
gallantry as his cause and calling required; so after a new en* 
rp, ^. . tertainraent from Shaddai, with flying colours 
iney prspare ^^^ ^^^ forward to march towards the fismous 
fur a marcn, ^^^ ^^ Blansonl. Captain Boanerges led the^van, 
Captain Conviction and Captain Judgment made up the main 
body, and Captain Execution brought up the rear. They then* 
having a great way to go (for the town of Matisoul was far off 
from the court of Shaddai, Eph. ii. IS, 17.) marched through 
the regions and countries of many people, not hurting or abuslngy^ 
any, but blessing wherever they came. They also lived upon | 
the Icing's cost, all the way they went.* 

Having travelled thus for many days, at last they came within 
sight of Mansonl; the which when they saw, the captains could 
for their faeaits do no less for a while than bewail the condition 
of the town; for they quickly saw that it was prostrate to the 
will of Diabolus, and to his ways and designs. 

Well, to be short, the captains come up before the town,

rebellion and acts of treason against the KingShaddai; know, that 
we come not to-day to this place, in this manner, with our mes- 
sage, of our own minds, or to avenge o^r own quarrel; it is the 
king our master that hath sent us to reduce you to your obedi« 
ence to him; the which if you refuse In a peaceable way to yield, 
we have commission to compel you thereto. And never think of 
yourselves, nor yet suffer the tyrant Diabolua to persuade you to 
thibk, that our king, by his power, is not able to bring you down, 
and lay you under his feet: for he is the Former of all things; and 
If he touches the mountains they smoke. Nor will the gate of the 
king's clemency stand always open: for the day that shall bum 
like an oven, is before him; yea, it hasteth greatly, and slum- 
bereth not, Mai. iv. 1. 1 Pet. ii. 3. O Mansonl, is it little in thine 
eyes, that our king does offer thee mercy, and that after so many 
provocations? Yea, he still holdeth out his golden sceptre ta 
thee, and will not suffer his gate to be shut against thee: wiltthov 
provoke him to do it? Consider what I say; to thee it shall be 
opened no more for ever, Jobxxxvi. 14. 18. Ps. ix .7. Isa. Ixvu 
15. * If thou -sayest thou shalt not see him, yet judgment is be- 
fore him; therefore trust thou in him. Yea, because there is 
wrath, beware lest he take thee away with his stroke; then a great 
ransom cannot deliver thee.

32, 
Thy evil firuit forespeaks thee not to be a good tree; thy grapes 
are grapes of gall, thy clusters are bitter. Thou hast rebelled 
against thy king; and lo, we, the power and force of Shaddki, 
are the axe that is laid to thy rooU. What sayest thou? Wilt 
thou turn? 1 say again, tA me, before the first blow is given, 
wilt thou turn^ Our axe must first be laid to thy root, before it 
be laid at thy root: it must first be laid to thy root in a way of 
threatening, before it is laid at thy root by way of execution; and 
between these two is required thy repentance, vid this is all the 
time thou hast What wilt thou dk JiJVNTilt thou turn, or shall 1 
smite ?

lion ma^r be tamed by continual molestation* 

'''Secondly, this done, I advise, that, in the next place, we, 
with one consent, draw ap a petitidn to our Lord SHaddai, by 
which, after we have showed our king the condition of Mansoul^ 
and of af&irs here, and have begged his pardon for our no bet- 
ter success, we will earnestly implore his majesty's help; and that 
he will please to send us more force and power, and some gallant 
and well-spoken commander to head them, that so his majesty 
may not lose the benefit of these his good beginnings, but may 
complete hit conquest upon the town of Mansoul. "* 

To this speech of the noble Captain Conviction they as one 
man consented, and agreed that a petition should forthwith be 
drawn np, and sent by a fit man away to Shaddai with speed* 
The contents of the petition were thus: 

** Most gracious and glorious King, the Lord of the best woi4d 
und Builder of the town of Mansoul; weha^, dread Sovereigni 
TA« A iiti f *^ ***^ command, put our lives in jeopardy,

could; but we pursued th6m with alarm upon alarm, requiting 
them with sueh retribution as wss meet, and have done someex- 
eeution upon the town. 

«Diabolus, Incredulity, and Will-be-will, ai« tile great doers 
sgaihst us: now we' are in our winter-quarters, but so as that 
We do yet with an high hand molest and distress the town. . 

** Once, as we think; had we had but One substantial friend 
in the town, such as would have but seconded the sound of our 
summons as they ought, the people might have yielded them* 
•elves: but there were none but enemies there, nor any to speak 
ia behalf of our Lord to the town: wherefore, though we have 
done as we could, yet Mansoul abides in a state of rebellion 
against thee. 

• Preachers of the gospel mast be unwearied in thdr enfleavours to save 
llieir hearers; but they must prau as well as preaeh, for painf\il experience 
and repeated disappointments wiU convince them that Paul aiay plaAt, ana 
ApolkM water, but God alone eauj|;ive the incxeaae. To him therefbre they 
Wi#fely apply for flirther assistance^ 
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'* Now, kings of kings, let it please thee to pardon the nn» 
•accessfttfoess of thj serrants, who have been no more ad van-' 
tagfous in so desirable a work as theeooqnering'of Mansonl is: 
and send. Lord, as we now desire, more forces to Mansoul, that 
It may be subdued f and a man to head them, that the town maj 
both love and fear. 

'* We do not thus speak because we are willing to relinquish 
the war (for we are for laying our bones against the plaee«) but 
that the town of Mansoul may be won for thy Majesty. We 
also pray thy Majesty, for expedition in this matter, that, after 
eonquest, we may be at liberty to be sent about other thy graeioas 
designs. Amen. " 
wi- — — -^f The petition, thus drawn up, was sent away 






with haste to the king by the hand of that good 



man, Mr Love-to-Mansoul. 

When this petition was come to the palace of the king, who 
To whom it wa» *^^^^^ '^ ^* delirered to, but the king's sou. 
delivered- ®° ^^ *°°^ ** *"** ***** **♦ *'**' because the con- 

tents of it pleased him well, he mended it, and 
also in some things added to the petition himself. So after he 
had mide such amendments and additions as he thought eonre- 
Bient, With his own hands, he carried it unto the king: to whom 
when he had with obeisance delivered it, he put on authority, 
and spake to it himself.* 

Now the king, at the sight of* the petition, was glad; but 
ITU M«f«> •..M.w^^c ^^^ much more, think you, when it was sc- 
itZithflJU^r^ conded by his son!

^ But as uneoneemed was Mansoul at this, as at 

those that went before. But when the prinee saw that neither 
mercy nor judgment, nor execution f)f judgment, would or could 
eome near the heart of Mansoul, he was touched with much 
eompuBction, and said. Surely this strange carriage of the town 
of Mansoul doth rather arise from ignorance of the manner and 
leats of war, than from a secret defiance of us, and abhorrence 
rhrimt mnt^ not ^ ^^^ ^^"^ lives; or, if they know the manner 
vm^OMth^voM ^^^* ^"^ of their own, yet not the rites and 
- ceremonies of the wars in which we are con-

Therefore he sent to the town of Mansoul, to let them know

Kew prepara- 
tiont for baitUe. A violent a«iault upon Ear^gate with the- Battering Rama. 
The gate broken to pieees; the troops enter the Town; take poMession of Mr 
CoDMienee*! home. Several Diaboloniani are killed. 

WHEN Immanuel saw that Mansoul was thus inyolved in 
ain, he called his army together, (since now all his words were 
despised,) and gave out a commandment throughout all his hosts, 
to be ready against the time appointed. Now forasmuch as 
- , ^^ there was no way lawfully to take the town of 

^^ / ^ Mansoul, but to get in by the gates, and at Ear- 
pare$ to ^"^^ gate as the chief, therefore he commanded his 
war upon Jnari^ captaina and commanders to bring their rams,

* The proud heart of man it loth to »toop to that abiolate and entire obedi- 
ence to Christ which he justly require*. There are many who would eaU 
themselves Christians on some of the conditions here propoaed. They would 
resign ha^f their hearts to Christ, and so serve two masters. Or, they would 
allow him to be titular lord, a lord in name, but not in authority. Others 
would serve Jesus, in general, if permitted to enjoy the pleasures of sin sew 
auionatly. Others would submit to become religious yet enteruin some dar- 
lin|: lusta; or ntaintain correspondenee and fViendship with Satan; or Uke 
delight ill the recollection of their pleasant sins. But all this partial and 
conditional submission is rejected; Christ will have all the heart or none. To 
be onl^ **almost a Christian" is to he no Christian at all.

sou So the old gentleman came up to the top of E<ar-gate, and 
called to the camp for a hearing; who, when they gave audience, 
ne said, <*i have in commandment from my high lord tobidyoa

nuel what old lU-pause, a Diabolonian in Mansoul, had said. 
Then said the prince, "I must try the power of my sword, 
£ph. vi. 17. for Iwill not(for all the rebellions and repulses that 
Mansoul has made against me) raise my siege and depart, but 
will assuredly take my Mansoul, and deliver it from her enemy. 
And with that he gave out a commandment, that Captain Boan* 
erges. Captain Conviction, Captain Judgment, and Captain £x- 
Thev tnuat fie-ht ®*"^*®"» should march forthwith up to Ear- 
Pretaratii^u 6***' ^J^h trumpets sounding, colours flying, 
fort^bMl *"*** ^'^^^ aliouting for the batUe.

' would that Captain Credence should join him- 

self in with them: Immanuel moreover gave orders that Captain 
Good-Hope and Captain Charity should draw themselves up be- 
fore Eye-gate. He bid also that the rest of his captains and their 
men should place themselves to the best of then* advantage 
against the enemy, round about the town; and all was done as 
he commanded. Then he bid that, the word should be given 
forth, «nd the word was at that time ImmamitL Then was an 
alarm sonnded, and the battering rams were played, and the 
slings whirled stones into the town amain; and thus the battle 
began. Now Diabolus himself managed the townsmen in the 
war, and tliat at every gate; wherefore their resistance was the 
more forcible, hellish, and offensive to Immanuel. Thus was 
the good prince engaged and entertained by Diabolus and Man- 
soul for several days together; and a sight worth seeing it was, 
to behold how the captains of Shaddai behaved themselves in 
the war.

There 
was one Mr Baekward-to-all-but*naught, and he also was one of 
the Lord WilUbe-will's officers, and was the captain of the two 
guns that once were mounted on the top of Ear-gate; he also was 
cut down to the ground by the hands of Captain Execution. Be- 
tides these twothere was another, a third, and his name was Captain 
Treacherous, a Yile man this was, but one that Will-be- will put a 
great deal of confidence in; but him also did this CapUin Execution 
eut down to the ground with the rest. He also made a Tery 
great slaughter among my Lord Will-be-will*s soldiers, killing 
many that were stout and sturdy, and wcmnding tnany that for 
I>iabolus were nimble and active. Bat all these were Diabo- 
lonians; there was not a man, a native of Mansoul, hurt.

transgressions against Shaddai and Immanuel his son. They also 
thought that some misbehaviour of Mr Desiresrawake, the last 
time, might give some disguat to his Highness, and so caused 
that he returned from so merciful a prince empty, and without 
ooontenance.

Yet live I would, and so 
would I that my townsmen should; and because both they and 
myself are guilty of great transgressions, therefore they have 
sent me, and I am come in their names to beg of my lord for mercy.

But being timely discovered and apprehended, and for 
his wickedness bonnd in chains, and separated to the pit with 
those that were his companions, he offered himself to you, and 
yon have rcceired him. 

** Now this is, and for a long time hath been, an high aflront 
to my &ther; wherefore my faUier sent to you a powerful army 
to reduce yon to your obedience. But yon know how those 
men, their captains and their counsels, were esteemed of you, 
and what they received at your hand. You rebelled against

Yea, they that judged themselves, as the}' went 
to be judged of their judge, were by his mouth acquitted; not

immamteL ^^^^ ^^^y^ ^^^ ^^ favours to traitors? No ! this 

is only peculiar to Shaddai, and unto Iromanael his soii.* 

Now morning drew on ai>ace; wherefore the Lord*mayor, the 
lordWill-be-wili, and Mr Recorder, came down to the market- 
place, at the time that the prince had appointed^ where the town- 
folk wer6 waiting for them: and when they came,they came in that 
attire and in that glory which the prince had put them into the day 
before, and the street was 'lightened with their glory: so the 
Mayor, Recorder^ and my lord Wlll-be-will, drew down to 
Mottth-gate, which was at the lower end of the market-place, 
because that of old time was the place where they used to read 
public matters: thither therefore they came in their robes, and 
their tabor went before them.

When the Recorder had made an end of reading the pardon,

the morning that the Recorder should read the pardon in Man- 
soul, to do his further pleasure. So the morning, as I have 
showed, being come, just as the Recorder had made an end of 
reading the pardon, Immanuel commanded that all the trumpets 
in the camp should sound, that the colours should be displayed, 
half of them upon Mount Gracious, and half of them upon 
' Mount Justice. He commanded also, that all the captains 
Faith -mUtft *'*°"'*^ ^^"^ themselves in their complete har- 
beHlent^lien ""'' *nd that the soldiers should shout fipr joy. 
Mansoul it ^*® Captain Credence, though in the castle,

garlands and otheV fine works, to betoken how joyful they wer« 
and should be to receive their Iromanucl into Mansoul; yea, they 
strewed the street quite from Eye-gate to the Castle-gate, the 
place where the prince should be. They also prepared for his 
coming what music the town bf Mansonl could afford, that they 
might play before him to the place of his habitation. 

So at the time appointed he makes his approach to Mansoul, 
and the gates were set open for him; there also the ancients and 
elders of Mansoul met him, to salute him with a thousand 
welcomes. Then he arose and entered Mansoul, he and all his 
servants. The eltlvrs of Mansoul also went dancingbefore h^m, 
ifc etite the ^*'^ ^^ 'iSLvne to the castle-gates. And tliis was

tanta thereof, who went up thither to vi«w the approach of the 
blessed prince and his royal army. Also, the casements, 
windows, balconies, and tops of the houses, were all now filled 
with perbons of all sorts, to behold how their town was to be 
filled with good. 

Now when he was come so far into the town as the Recorder's 
house, he commanded that one should go to Captain Credence, 
to know whether the castle of Mansoul was prepared to enter- 
tain his royal presence (for the preparation of that was lefl to 
that captain) and word was brought that it was. Acts xv. 9. 
Then was Captain Credence commanded also to eome forth with 
bis power to mc^et the prince; which was done as he had com- 
manded, and he conducted him into the castle, £ph. ilL 17.

with him, even they and all their men. 

5. As for Captain Judgment and Captain Execution, my lord 
Will-1 e-will took them and their men to him, because he was 
to ruK under tlie prince for the good of the town of Mansoul 
now, I' (he had done before under the tyrant Diabolus for the 
hurt and damage tliereof. Rom. vi. 19. £ph. iii. 17. 

6. And throughout the rest of the town were quartered th« 
rest of Immanuel forces; but Captain Credence, with his men, 
abode still in the castle.

Now upon a time Immanuel made a feast lor the town of 
iiaoso«l{ and upon the feasting day, the townsfolk were oome 
to tfie oastie to parluke of his ban<|«et. And he feasted them 
vlih all maMiner of outlandish fbod«, foe^that grew not in the 
ioldo of ftiaM0«l, mir in all the whole kingdom of Universe. 
It was food that earae from his father's eoart, and «o there w«a

trond^ eommanded freely toeat. Butstill, wheoafresh 

^ dish was set befim them, they would, whiaper*

tidn^ ra ^^ ^® water that was made wine; and were very 
merry with him. There was roiuie also all dio 
while aft the table, and man did eat angels* food, and had honey 
given him out of the rook ; so Mansoul did eat the food that ^as pe* 
auliar to the oourt, yea, they had now thereof to tl t full. 
Psalm Ixzviii. A4, 8S. 

1 must not forget to tell you, that at this table there were mn- 
sMans, so they were not those of the country, nor yet of the 
id^rn of Mansoul; but they were the masters of the songs that 
wwre sung «t the court of Shaddal.* 

Now after the feast was over, Immanuel was for entertaining 
Riddlea ^^ town with some earions riddles of aeerets drawn 
up by his father's secretary, by the wisdom and skill 
of Shadd«i; the like to tnese there are not in any kingdom. 

The riddles were made upon king Shaddat himself, and upon 

fpt t J -^ Immanuel his son, and upon his wars and do« 

turSa * ^^^ ^^^ Mansoul. Immaeuel also expounded 

unto them some of those riddles himself; but oh

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how ftkey* were llg^ened! They mw whtt they never ww oe. 
fore; they eonld not haye thoaght that such rarities could have 
been couched in so few and such ordinary words. I told you « 
before, whom these riddles did concern; and as they were open- 
ed, the people evidently saw it was so. Tea, they gathcved^ 
that the things themselves were a kind of portraiture, and Chat 
of Immanuel himself; for when they read in the scheme where 
the riddles were writ, and looked in the faee of the prince, 
things looked so like one to the other, that Mansoul could not 
forbear but say. This is the Lamb, this is the sacrifice, this it 
the rock, this is the red cow, this is the door, and this is the 
way; with a great many other things more.* 

And thus he dismissed the town of Mansoul. But can you 
jn^ ^, - , imagine how the people of the corporation wero 
J ne ena oj tne ^^.^^ ^. ^j^ j^.^ entertainment?

"and i« their most retired places, they could not but sing of him 
and of hts actions. Yea, so taken were the townsmen now with 
their prince, that they would sing of him in their sleep. 

Now it was in the heart of the prince Immanuel to new-model 
jLf I t ^e Xovn of Mansoul, and to put it into such a 
MOUwumiMt ^j^j^jjifjou jg might be most pleasing to him, and 
tksnew-moaei' ^^^ might best rtafld with the profit and security 
of the now flourishing town of Mansoul. He pro- 
vided also against insurrections at home, and invasions abroad: 
luch love had he for the famous town of Mansoul. f 

Wherefore he first of all commanded, that the great slings,

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wonderful ezploiU that it did when uied, itwent^withoatananief

This done, Immanuel called the Lord Will-bcwiU to him, 
WilUh *u fil£ ^^*^ K^^^ ^^^'^ ''^ oommandmetit to talie care of the 
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gates, the wall and towers in Mansoul: also the 
prince gave him the militia into his band, and a 
special charge to withstand all insurrections and tumulta that 
might be made in Mansoul, against the peace of our lord the king, 
and the peace and traDquillitjr of the town of Mansoul. He also 
gave him in commission, thatifhe foundany of theDiabolonians 
lurking in any corner of the famous town ot Mansoul, he should 
forthwith apprehend them and slay them, or commit them to safe 
custody, that they may be proceeded against according to law. 

I'hen he called unto him the Lord, Understanding, who was 
Jlf la L the old lord-mayor, he that was pat out of place 

hut itU bla^ when Diabolus took thetcfwn, and put him into

for his life time. He bid him also build it in fashion like a 
tower for a defence. He bid him also read in the revelations ofi 
mysteries all the days of his life, that he might kuow how coper- 
form his office aright.

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tMMj frolA, Mid in iti rebeltion Against its Ung, in a felse, Ijing 
and d|UDoable peace, contrary to the law of Shaddai, and to th^ 
hazard of the destraetion of the then miserable town of Mansocd. 
All that jou have pleaded for youself, is, that you have denied yocu* 
name, ke. bat here you see, we have witnesses to prove that yoa 
are the man. 

For the peace that you so moch boast of making among yoar 
neighbours, know, that the peace that is not a companion of truth 
and holiness, but* is without this foundation, is grounded upon 
a lie, and is both deceitful and damnable, as also the great 
Shaddai hath said: thy plea therefore, hath not delivered thee 
from what by thy indictment thou art charged with, biU rather it 
Hoth iasten all upon thee. 

But thou shalt have very fair play: let us call the witnesses 
that are to tefcify as to matters of fact, and see what they have to 
say for our lord the king, against the prisoner at the bar. 

Clerk, Mr Know-all, what say yon for our lord the king, 
against the prisoner at the bar? 

Know-alL My lord, this man hath for a long time made it, 
JIfr Kho-w- Wa ^^ °*^ knowledge, his business to keep the 
evidence " town of Mansoul in a sinful quietness, in the 
midstof allfaer lewdness, filthiness, and turmoils^ 
and hath said, and that in my hearing. Come, come, let us fly 
from all trouble, oa what ground soever it comes, and let us be 
for a quiet and peaceable life though it wanteth a good foundatioik. 

Clerk. Come, Mr Hate-lies, what have you to say? 

Hate'Uei. My lord, I have heard him say, that peace, though 
in a way of unrighteousness, is better than trouble with truth. 

Clerk, Where did yon hear him say this? 

Hate-Uea. I heard him say it in Folly-yard, at the house of 
one Mr Simple, next door to the sign of the Self-deceiver* 
Yea, he hath said this, to my knowledge, twenty times in that 
place.* 

Court, We may spare further witness; this evidence isplain

I did, my lord, and aro did many otliers beside) for 
this was not done by stealth; or in a corner, but in the open 
view of all; yea, he chose himself to do h puhliciy, for he de- 
lighted in doing it. 

Clerk, Mr No-truth, how could you have the face to plead 
l^ot guilty, when you were so manifestly thie doer of all this 
wickedness? 

J^o-truth. Sir, I thought I must ^y something; and aa my 
W dsf name is, so I speak: I have been advantaged there- 
/«»ce. j^y^ before now, and did not know but, by speaking 
no truth, I might have reaped the same benefit now.* 

Cerk, Set him by. Gaoler, and set Mr Pitiless to the bai 
i>:*iL^M»^t^±h^h»^ ""^^ Pitiless thou, art here indicted by 
PiUlewM tettothebar. ^^^ nettle, of Pitiless (an intruder upon the 
town of Mansoul,) for tliat thou didst most treacherously and 
«r. . ... . wickedly shut up all bowels of compassion, 

and wouldst not suffer poor Mansoul to console 
her own misery, when she apostatized from her rightful king; 
but didst evade, and at all times turn her mind away from those 
thoughts that had in them a tendency to lead her to repentance. 
What sayest thou to this indictment? guilty, or not guilty? 

Pitilett. Not guilty of pitilessness: all I did, was to cheer up,

But 
these Diabolonians love to counterfeit their names. Mr Covet- 
ousness covers himself with the name of Good-husbandry, or tfat 
like: Mr Pride can, when need is, call himself* Mr Neat, Mt 
Handsome, oivthe like, and so of all the rest of them. 

Clerk. Mr Tell-true, what say you?

Gentlemen, I have always been a man of courage 
and valour, and have not used, when under the greatest clouds, 
to sneak or hang down the head like a b* Jrush; nor did it at all at 
any time please me to see men veil their bonnets to those that 
have opposed them. Yea, though their sdversaries seemed to 
Mr Hantthtv jut- »>*^e ten Umes the advanUge of them.

C^ttrt, Mr Haughty, joa are Dot here indieied for that yoa 
have been a raliant man, nor for yoar courage and stoutness in 
times of distress; but for that you |iave made use of this your 
pretended valour U> draw the town of Mansool into acts of re* 
bellion both against the great king and Immanuel nis son. This 
is the erime, and the thing wherewith thou art charged in and by 
the indictment. But he made no answer to that.* 

Now when the court had thus far proceeded against the 
prisoners' at the bar, then they put them over to the verdict of 
their jury, to whom, they addressed tliemselves after this manner: 

Court, Gentlemen of the jury, you have been here, and have

d i ifw ' luedts, their pleas, and what the witnesses have 
^ ^' testified against them: now what remains, is, 
that you forthwith withdraw yourselves to some place, where 
without confusion you may consider of what verdict, in a way of 
truth and righteousness, you ought, to bring in for the l^ng 
against them, and bring it in accordingly. 

Then the jury, to wit, Mr Be.lief, Mr True-heart, Mr Up- 
right, Mr Hate-bad, Mr Love-good, Mr See-truth, Mr Heavenly* 
mind, Mr Moderate, Mr Thankful, Mr Humble, Mr Good- 
work, and Mr Zeal-for-God, withdrew themselves, in order to 
their work. Now when they were shut up by themselves, they 
fell to discourse among themselves, in order to the drawing up 
of their verdict. 

And thusMr Belief (for he was the foreman) began " Gentle- 
st- • IT- men," quoth he, ** for the men, the prisoners 
Theyiry d^bver ^^ ^^ J^^. ^^^ ' , believe Jhat they 
tn^rverihctdu^ all deserve death."

••And so am I," said Mr Upright " O what a mercy is it," 
said Mr Hate-bad, •' that such villains as these are apprehend- 
ed!" ** Ay, ay," said Mr Love-good, " this is one of the joy- 
fallest days that ever I saw in my life." Then said Mr See- 
truth, "I know that if we judge them to death, our verdict shall 
sUnd before Shaddai himself." " Nor do I at all question it," 
said Mr Heavenly-mind;. he said moreover, "when all such 
beasts as these are cast out of Mansoul, what a goodly town will 
it be then!" Then said Mr Moderate^ ''It is not ray manner 
to pass my judgment with rashness; but for these, their crimes

are bo notorimit, and the witness so palpable, tbat tki^ mim

Thus therefore being all agreed in their Terdiet, thejr earaeiti* 
I stantly into the court.

Clerk, You, the Gentlemen of the jury^, being empamiefleit' 
for our lord the king, to serve here in a matter of llfeand dealb, 
have heard the trials of each of these men the ptisoners at the bar:

they stand here indicted, or are they not guilty?

Now vhoa MrTrdemftn the gaoler pertfeited that he had lost 
hi» priaoner, he was in a heavy taking, beeause he (that prisoner 
tre apeak of) was the very worst of all the min^i wherefore first 
Ike 9oes and aeqii»inU my Lord-i^ayor, ^fr Recorder, and mf 
Lord WiU-be«wiU, with the matter, "aad to get of them an order 
to make search for him throughout the town of Mansoul. So an 
order he got, ami search waa made, hut no such man could now 
he found in all the town of Manaoul. 

Al^ that could be gathered, was^ that he bad lurked awhile 
ab»ut the outside of the town, and that ht re and there one or 
other haji a gUmpse of, him as he made his escape out' of Man- 
souli one or two also afi&rmed, that they saw him without the

He said moreover, the town of Mansoul shall have anol^r,aiid 
a better.* An epitome whereof take as follows: 

"I, Immanue], Prince of peace, and a great lover of the 
town of Mansoul, do, in the name of my Father, and of my own 
elemency, gire, grant, and bequeath to my beloved town of 
Mansoul: 

rhe charter of **^*"^ ^''ce and full forgiveness of all 
ihe t Ton^f ^^^^&i injuries, and offenees, done by them 
j^^ ^ . •' against my 'father, me, their neighbours, or 
ransom, themselves, Heb. viii. John xvii. 8. 14. 

*' Secondly, I do give them the holy law, and my testament, 
with all therein contained, for their everlasting comfort and con* 
solation, 3 Pet. i. 4. S Cor. vi. 1. 1. John, i. 16. 

** Thirdly, I do also give them a portioa of the self-same grace 
and goodness that dwells in my father's heart and mine» 

** Fourthly, 1 do give, grant, and bestow'upon them freely the 
World, and what is therein, for their good, 1 Cor. iii. 21, 22. 
And they shall have that power over it, as shall stand with the 
honour of my father, my glory, and their comfort; yea, I grant 
them the benefits of life bnd death, and of things present and 
things to come. This privilege, no other city, town, or cor* 
poration ^hall have, but my Mansoul only. — 

'* Fifthly, I do give and grant them leave, and free access to 
%ie in my palace at all seasons, there to make known their wants 
to me; and I give them moreover a promise, that I will hear and 
redress all their grievances, Heb. x. 19, 20. Matt. vii. 7. 

*< Sixthly, I do give, grant to, and invest the town of Manauul 

with full power and authority to seek out, take, enslave and de» 

stroy, all, and all manner of Diabolonians, that at anytime, from 

whencesoever, shall be found straggling in or about the town oC 

' Mansoul. 

'* Seventhly, 1 do further grant to my beloved town of Man- 
soul, that they shall have authority not to suiTer any foreigner or 
stranger, or their seed, to be free in and of the blessed town of 
Mansoul, nor to share in the excellent privileges thereof: but 
that all the grants, privileges, and immunities, that 1 he%tov 
upon the famous town of Mansoul, shall be for those the old 
natives, and true inhabitants thereof; to them, I say, and to their 
fight seed after them, Eph. iv. 22. Col. iii. 5—9. ButallDia* 

* Tbe new charter is the covenant of grace, which is established on better 
promises than the old dispensation. It contains many great and precious ph* 
Vileges here judiciously enumerated* 
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b^^oniftns, of what sort, birth, eountrj or kiog;(lom soe>er» 
•hall be debarred a share therein." 

So when the town of Maiisoul had received their gimcious 
eharter (whieh in itselt is infinitely more large,) they carried it 
to audience, that is, to the market-place, and there Mr Record- 
er read it in the presence of all the people, 2 Cor. iii. 5. Jer. 
kzxi. d4. Heb viiL 10. Thia being done, it was had back to the 
^, . , castle-gates, and there fairly engrtiven upon 

A/iCtr cnarter ^j^^ j^^^^ thereof, and laid in letters of gold, 
9e: upon the cos- ^ ^j^^ ^^^ ^j^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^ Mansoul, with all 
fte-^a eg. ^^^ people thereof, might always have it in 

their view, or might go where they might see what a blessed 
fireedom their prince had bestowed upon them, that their joy 
might be increased in themselves, and their love renewed to their 
great and good Immanuel. 

But what joy, what comfort, what consolation, think you, did 
ikow possess the hearts of the men of Mansoul ! The bells rung, 
the minstrels played, the people danced, the captains shouted, 
the colours waved in the wind, the silver trumpets sounded, and 
all the Diabolonians now were glad to hide their heads.* 

When this was over, the prince sent for the elders of Man- 
soul, and communed with them about a ministry he intended to 
establish among them; such a ministry, that might open unto 
them, and instruct them in the things that concerned their pre- 
sent and future state; for, said he, you, of yourselves, unless 
you have teachers and guides, will not be able to know, and. It* , 
not to know, to be sura not to do, Uie will of my father, Jcr. x, 
S3. lCor.il. 14. 

At this news, when the elders of Mansoul brought it to the

with one consent implored his majesty, that he would forthwith 
establish such a ministry araon|r tliem, as might teach them both 
law and judgment, statute and commandment; that they might 
be documented in all good and wholesome things. So he told 
them he would grant their requests; and would establish two 
among them, one that was of his father's court, and one that was 
R native of Mansoul. ^ 

* Well ma^ the Christian ez^lt in the blemings of the new and evertastin; 
eorenant, which is ** onleretl in all things and sure." 'The world, lifej death, 
things present, and things to eome, all is our*s if we are Christ's." Thu. ehar^ 
ter was set apon the casUe-gates; may it be inscribed, in indelible characters, 
OB oar hearts; while every power of the soul is filled with joy, and sia, abaslH 
ed, bides its head. 
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He thftt V fron the coart» said he, is a person of no less 
The Main ^'"ii ^^^^'^Y »"^ dignity than my father and I, 2 

And he is me lord chief secretary of my father's honse^ for he 
s, and alwavs has been, the chief dictator of all my father's laws; 
a person well skilled in all mysteries, and knowledge of mys- 
teries, as is my father, or as myself is. Indeed he is one with 
us in nature, and also as to loving of, and being faithful to, and in 
the eternal concerns of, the town of Man^oul. 

And this is he, said the prince, that must be your chief teach- 
er; for 'tis he, and he only, that can teach you clearly in all 
high and supernatural things: he, and he oP*y, it is, that \nows 
the ways and methods of ray father's court; nor can any, like 
him, show how the heart of my father is at all times, in all things,' 
npon all occasions, towards Mansoul; for, ** as no man know* 
the things of a man, but the spirit of a man which is in him," 
John xiv. 25. xiv. IS. 1 John ii. 27; so the things of my lather 
knows no man, but this his high and mighty secretary; nor can 
any (as he) tell Mansoul how and what they shall do, to keep 
themselves in the love of my father. He also it is that can bring 
lost things to your remembrance, and that can tell you things^o 
come. This teacher, therefore, must have the pre-eminence 
(both in yoitr affections and judgment) before your other teacher; 
his personal dignity, the excellency of his teaching, also the 
great dexterity that he hath to assist you to make and draw up 
petitions to my father for your help, and to his pleasing, roast 
lay obligations upon you to love him, fear him, and to take heed 
that you grieve him not, 1 Thess. i. 5, 6. 

This person can put life and vigour into all he says; yea, and

Tak'^ heed, I say, that you do nof grieve this minister; for if 
vou do he may fight against you; and should he once be moved 
by you to sot. himself against yoainbattlearray,that will distress 
yoi. mere than if twelve legions should be sent from my father's 
eourt to mak? war upon you. 

But (as I said) if you shall hearken unto him, and shall lova 
N 2 
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him; if jrou shall devote yoarselves to his teaching,, and shall 
•eek to have eoDTerse, and to maintain eommnnion with him; 
you shall find him ten times hetter than is the whole worid to 
any, 1 Cor. xiii. 14. Rom. t. 5. Yea, he will shed abroad the 
love of mj father in your hearts, andMan^oul will be the wisest 
and most blessed of all people.* 

Then did the prince call unto him the old gentlemen, who 
^ afore had been the reeorder of Mansoul, Mr 

ma!^ ^ ' ^o"*^i^"®B ^7 name, and told him, that forasmuch 
MOOtf a fiBnw-^g j^^ ^^^ ^^jj skilled in the law and gOTernmeui 

of the town of Mansool, and was also well-spoken, 
and eodld yertinently deliver to them his master's will in all 
terrene and domestic matters, therefore he would also make 
kiro a minister for, in, and to the goodly town of Mansoul, in all . 
the laws, statutes, and judgments of the fiunous town of Mansoul. 
And thou most, said the prince, confine thyself to the teaching 
of moral Tirtues, to the civil and natural duties; but thou must 
not attempt or presume to be a revealer of those high and su- 
pernatural mysteries that are kept close in the bosom of Shaddai 
ray father, for those things knoweth no man, nor can any reveal 
thAi but my father's secretary only. Thou art a native of the 
town of Mansoul, but the lord secretary is a native with my 
father; wherefore, as thou hast knowledge of the laws and cus- 
toms of the corporation, so he of the things and will of my 
fsther. 

Wherefore, oh Mr Conscienee, although I have made thee 
minister and a preacher to the town of Mansoul, yet as to the 
things which the lord secretary knowetli, and shall teach to this 
people, there thou must be his scholar, and a learner, even at 
the rest of Mansoul are. Thou must, therefore, in all high 
and supernatural things, go to him for information; for thougli 
there be a spirit in man, this person's inspiration must give him 
understanding, Job xxviii. S. Wherefore, O thou Mr Recorder, 
be humble, and remember, that the Diabolonians, that kept not 
their first charge, but left their own standing, are now made 
prisoners in the pit Be therefore content with thy station. 

I have made thee my father's vicegerent on earth, in such things 

His bower in ^^ which 1 have made mention before. And take 

J^anaouL ^^** power to teach them to Mansoul, yea, and 

to impdse them with whips and chastisements, if

When the prince had thus put Mr Recorder (that onee so 
was) into the place and office of a minister of Mansoul, and tke 
man had thankfully accepted thereof,, then did Immanoel ad- 
dress himself to the townsmen themselves. 

''Behold (said the prince to Mansoul) my love and care 
The prince^B speech towards you, I have added to all that is 
to Mansoul P"' ^'*" mercy, to appoint you preachers, 

the most noble secretary, to te^oh you 
in all sublime mysteries; and this gentleman (pointing to 
Mr Conscience) is to teach you in all things human and domestic, 
for therein lieth his work. He is not, by what I have said, de- 
barred of telling to Jklansoul any thing that he hath heard firom 
the lord high secretary ;^nly he shall not attempt or presume 
to pretend, to be a rerealer of those high mysteries himself; for 
the breaking of them up, and iBe discovery, of tliem to Mansoul, 
lieth only in the power, authority, and skill of the lord high 
secretary himself. Talk of them he may, and so may the rest 
g ,. of the town of Mansoul, as they have opportunity, 

'jj^ I press them upon each other for the benefit of the 
whole. These things I would have you observe 
and do: for it is for your life, and the lengthening of your days. 
*' And one thing more to my beloved town of Mansoul: Yoa 
must not dwell in, nor stay upon, any thing of that which he 
hath in ccmmission to teach you as to your trust and expectation 
of the next world: of the next world, I. say, for I propose to 
give another to Mansoul when this with them is worn out, but 
for that you must wholly and solely have recourse to, and make 
stay upon his doctrine, that is your teacher after the first order. 
Yea, Mr Recorder himself must not look for life from that which 
he himself revealeth; his dependaoce for that must be founded 
in the doctrine of the other preacher. Let Mr Recorder also 
take heed that he revive not any doctrine, or point of doctrine, 
that is not communicated to him by his superior teacher, noi 
yet within the precincts of his own formal knowledge."*

lonians, for the preservation of the town of Mansoul. I charge 
yon, therefore, said he, O ye inhabitants of the now fiourishing 
town of Mansoul, that you carry It not untowardly to my cap- 
tains and their men; since they are picked, and choice men, men 
chosen out of many for the good of the town of Mansoul. I say, 
rwm '^ A ekarg« you, that you carry it not untowardly to

Do not, there^re, carry it unkindly to 
my valiant captains, and courageous men of war, but love them, 
nourish them, succour them, and lay them to your bosoms, and 
they will not only fight for you, but cause to fly from you all 
those Diabolooiaus that seek, and will, if possible, prove your 
utter destructioik. 

**If, therefore, any of them should at anytime be sick, or 
weak, and so not able to perform that office of love which with 
all their hearts they are willing to do (and will do also when 
well and in health,) Heb. xii.

walk of the chrfBtian with the word of God, and so to judge whether it be 
good or bad; but C<Hi»cienoe \m not to decide un the seorvt decrees of God, 
nor pretend to reveal new doctrines; Conscience is not the legislator, but 
the minister of the law, and must ever Wk up to the Holy Spirit for his 
teaching.

of Diabolus, therefore look about you, Matt. vii. 21, 22. They 
used, therefore, to lodge with their prince in the castle, when 
Incredulity was lord-mayor of this town; but since my coming 
hither they lie more in the outsides and walls, and have made 
themselves dens, and caves, and holes, and strong holds therein, 
Rom. vii. 1 8. Wherefore, oh Mansoul ! thy work as to this will 
be so much the more difficult and hard; that is, to Uke, mortify, 
and put them to death, according to the will of my father. Nor 
can you utterly rid yourselves of them, unless you should pull- 
down the walls of your town, the which I am by no means wil- 
ling you should. Do you ask me, what shall we then do? Why, 
be you diligent, and quit you like men; observe their holds, find 
out their haunts, assault them, and make no peace with them; 
wherever tliey haunt, lurk, or abide, and what terms of peace 
soever they offer you, abhor; and all shall be well betwixt you 
and me. And\hat you may the better know theiA from the na-

1 told you before that I had )>laced a standing ministry among

ed, will not only privately inform, but publiely preach to the 
corporation, good and wholesome doctrine; yea, they will setup 
a weekly, and, if need be, a daily lecture in thee, O Mansoul!

ed to, will do thee good at the end. And take good heed that 
you spare not the men whom you have a commission to take and 
crucify.

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" even suek as would seem, and that Jn appeamice wc^ very rife 
aud hot for religion: aad Ihey, if you wateh not, will do you b 
misehief, sueh an one as you do not think oil Thete will 8ho«' 
themselves to you m another hue than those under the desorip- 
tiott before; wherefore waUhand be sober, and suffer thyself hot 
to be betrayed. "• 

When the prince had thus far new-modelled the town ol 
Mansoul, and had instructed them in such matters as were pro- 
fiUble for them to know; then he appointed another day, on 
An0ther privilege *'*'*'*' ^^ inteaded, whea the townsfolk 
in Mans^L ®*™* together, to bestow a further badge of 

honour upon the town of Mansou!: a badge 
that should distinguish them from all people, kindreds and 
tongues that dwell in the kingdom of Universe. Now it was not 
lon^ before the day appointed came, and the prince and the peo- 
ple met in the king's palace, where first Immanuel made a short 
speech unto them, and then did for them as he had said, aud 
unto them ai he had promised. 

M» tpeech to "^^^ Mansoul," said he "that which I now 
JIfaruouL *™ about to do, is, to make you known to the 
world to be mine, and to distinguish you also in 
your own eyes, from all false traitors that may creep in among 
you. *' 

Then he commanded that those that waited upon htm should 
go and bring forth out of his treasury those white glittering robes 
that I, said he, have provided and laid up in store for my Man* 
soul. So the white garments were fetched, and laid forth to the 
eyes of the people, Key. xix. 8. MoreoVer, it was granted || 
them, that they should take them and put them on. So the pe* 
pie were put into white, into fine linen, white and dean. 

Then said the prince unto them, *' This, O Mansoul! is my 
livery, and the badge by whieh mine are known from the sei^ 
vants of others. Yea, it is that which I grant to all that are 
mine, and without which no man is permitted to see my face. 
Wear them, therefore, for my sake, who gave them unto you; and 
also if you would be known by the world to be mine." 

But now, can you think how Ntansoul shone ^ It was fair as 
the sun, elear asthe moon, and terrible as an army with banners. 
The prinee added further, and said, "No prince, potentate, 
or mighty one of Universe, giveth this livery but myself: be* 
hold, therefore, as I said before, yon shall be known by it to be 
mine. *

of his arm. What shall ,1 say! Mansoul has now a most ex- 
cellent prince, golden captains and men of war, weapons proved, 
and garments 'as white as. snow. Nor are these benefits to be 
oounted little, but great{ can Mansoul esteem them so, and im- 
prove tliem to that end and purpose for which they are bestow- 
ed upon them. ^ 

When the prince had thus completed the modelling of the 
town, to »how that he had great delight in the works of his 
4iands, and took pleasure in the good that he had wrought for

The trince^a ^^ fantoas And flourkhing^ town of Maasoul, he 
standard t ub ®0'^°**"'^cdi and they set his standard upon the 
^' battlements of the castle. And then. 

First, he gaye them frequent visits: not a day now but the 
elders of Mansoal most eome to him (or he to them) into his 
palace, 2 Cor. ri. 16. Now they mast walk together, and ulk 
of all the great things that he had done, and yet farther promis- 
ed to do for the famous town of Mansoul. Thus would lie often 
do witli the Lord-mayor, my Lord Will-be-will, and the honest 
■ubordinate preacher Mr Conscience, and Mr Recorder. Bot 
oh how graciously, how lovingly, how courteously and tenderly, 
did th|s blessed prince carry it towarCs the town of Mansoul ! 
In all the streets, gardens^ orchards, and other places where he 
came, to be sure the poor should have his blessing and benedic- 
tion; yea, he wodld kiss them, and, if they were ill, he would 
lay hands en them, and make them well. The captains also he 
would daily, yea sometimes hourly, encourage with his presence 
and goodly words: for you must know, that a smile from him 
upon them would put more vigour, life, and stoutness into them, 
than any thing else under heaven. 

The prince would now also feast them, and be with them con- 
tinually; hardly a week woufd pass, but a banquet must be had 
betwixt him and them, 1 Cor. v. 8. You may remtmber, that 
some pages before we made mentMn of one feast that they had 
together, but now to feast them was a thing more common, 
every day with Mansoul was a feast-day now. Nor did he, 
when they returned to their places, send them empty away; 
"Mark ofth either they must have a ring, a gold chain, a

pnnce tjavour. ^^^ Mansoul to him now, so lovely was Man- 
soul in his eyes^* 

Secondly, When the elders and townsmen did not come to 
him, he would send in much plenly of provision upon them; 
meat that came from court, wine and bread that were prepared 
for his father's table; yea, such delicates would be send unto 
them, and therewith would so cover their table, that whoever 
saw it, confessed that the like could not be seen in any kingdom. 

Thirdly, If Mansoul did not frequently visit liim as he desir- 
ed they should, he would walk out to them, knock at their 
doors, and desire entrance, that amity might be maintained be- 
twixt them and him; if they heard and opened to him, as oom-

And it was now amazing to behold, that in that veiy place 
jj-r^ ., where sometimes Diabolas had his abode, and enter* 
* . tained the Diabolonians, to the almost utter destrae- 

^ ^' lion of Mansovly the prince of princes shoold sit eating 

and drinking with them, while all his mighty captains, men ot 
war, trompcters, with the singing-men and singing- women of his 
father, stood round about to wait upon them ! Now did Mao- 
■oai*s ottp run over, now did her conduits run sweet wine, now 
did she e%t the finest of the wheat, and drink mi He and honey 
out of the rock! Now she said. How great is bis goodness! for 
ainoe I found &vGur in his eyes, how hononrable have I been! 

The blessed prince also ordained a new officer in the town. 
Col. ill. 15, and a goodly person he was, his name was Mi 
God's-peace; thia man was set over ray Lord Will-be- will, my 
Lord-mayor, Mr Recorder, the subordinate preacher, Mr Mind, 
and over all the natives of the town of Mansool. Himself wna 
not a native of it^ but came with the prince Immanuel from the 
court. He was a great acquaintance of Captain Credence and 
Captain Good-hope; some say they were akin, and I am of that 
opi,nion tor, Rom. xv. 13. This roan, as I said, was made 
governor of the town in general, especiaHy over the castle, and 
Captain Credence was to help him there. And I made great 
observations of it, that so long as all things went in.Mansoul as 
this sweet-natured gentleman would, the town wa^i in. most 
happy condition. Now there were no jars, no chidings, no inter- 
ferings, no unfaithful doings, in all the town of Mansoul; every 
man in Mansool kept close to his own employment. The 
gentry, the officers, the soldiers, and all in place, observed their 
order. And as for the women and children of the town, they

in the town, and was a great doer among the people, encour- 
aging them io their rehellion,and putting them opon hardening 
themselves in their resisting the kind's forces: but when he saw 
that the town of Mansoul was tak^n and converted to the use of 
the glorious prince Immanucl; and when he also saw what was 
become of Diabolus, and bow he was unroosted, jind made to 
quite the castle in the greatest contempt and scorn; and that the 
town of Mansoul was well lined with captains, engines of war,

For the right doctrine of Immanuel was, 
that the town of Mansoul should take heed that they forget not his 
father^s love and his; also that they should so demeaik them- 
selves as to continue to keep themselves therein Now

Now when Immanuel perceived that throngh the policy of Mr 
Carnal-security the hearts of the men of Mansqul were chilled 
and abated in their practical love to him;

And he did so, and the cause 
and manner of his going away from them was thus, for that 
Mansoul declined him, as is manifest in these particulars: 

1. They left off their tbrmer way of visiting him, they came 
not to his royal palace as afore. ^ 

2. They did not regard, nor yet take notice, that he came, or 
came not to visi^ them. 

3. The love feasts that had wont to be between their prince 
and them, though humade them still, and called them to them, 
ytt they neglected to come to them, or to be delighted with 
them. 

4 They waited not for his counsel, but began to be head- 
strong and confident in themselves, concluding that now they

Made feeble fight and lost his eyes. - H^attt. 
* Carnal-security is such an enemy to the soul*, tliat he should be utterly 
destroyed. When conscience is romed to oppose this deceitful foe, the bdsi- 
iiess will be done; and mea8uivs will be taken to procure, if possible, the re- 
tarn of forfHted blessings. 
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Tliea the^ ligrecd mad went to mf k>H 8e«Mttfy, n^hom be- 
fore they refused to hear, and had grieved with their doings, td 
know of him (for he wm a aeeiv and eould tell where Imroan<«' 
lie! was) how thej might direct a petition to him. But the lord 
Seeretary wonld not admit them to a conferenee ahont this mat- 
ter, nor would admit them to his royal palase, nor eome out Ip 
them, Isa. Ixiit 10. £ph. W. fiO. 1 Thesa. ▼. 19: 

Now was ita day gloomy and dark, a day of eloods and of 
thick darkness with Mansoul. Now they saw that they had been 
foolish, and hegan to peroeiTe what the company and prattle of 
Mr €arnal-seearity had idone, and what desperate damage his 
swaggering words had brought poor Mansoiil into: bat what 
farther it was likely to cost them, that they were ignoraBt e£. 
Now Mr Godly-fear began to be ia great repute with the men 
of the town; yea, they were ready to look upon bids as a propheL 

Well, when the sabbatii-day was eome, they went to hear their 
a th *,A^*J subordinate preacher) but oh, how did it thunder 
wmon '*'•"•* lighten this day! His text was that in the 
prophet J onah, * ^T hey that observe lying vaoitiee, 
forsake their own mercies,*' oh. ii. 8. But there was then such 
power and authority in that sermon, and such a dejcetioti seen 
in the countenances of the people that day,,that the like ha^ 
seldom been heard or seen. The people, when sermon was 
done, were scarce able to go to their homes, or to betake them* 
selves jt«^ their employs the week after; they were so sermon- 
smitten, and also so sermon si^, that they knew not what to do,

^' transgression ! This trausgpressicm alao fell wiih* 

in my precincts: I should have cried oat against the wiekedneasi^ 
but I let Mansoul lie wallowing in it, until it had driren Im* 
manuel from its borders. " With these things he also charged all 
the lords and gentry of Mansoul, to the almost distracting qt 
them, Psalm Ixxxviii. 

About this time also there was a great sickness in the town 

M t ' Un ^^ Mansoul, and most of the inhabitants were 

Jl great nclcneBS gre^^jy afflicted: yea, the capUins also and 

m'Mamotu, ^^^ ^^.^^^ were brought thereby to a Up 

guishing condition, and that for a long time together; so that «u 
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ease of an mtMioH, nothing eonld to purpose now have been 
^done, either hj the towDsmen or field officers, Heb. xii. 18, 19. 
'Rev. iii. 3. Isa. iii. 84b Oh, bow many pale fitces, weak hands, 
feeble knees, and siaggerinnf men, were now seen to walk th« 
streets of Mansoul! Here were grmns, there pants, aadjonder 
laj Urose that were ready to faint. ^ 

The garments too, which Immanuel had given them, were but 
in A scrry ease^ some were rent, some were torn, and all in a 
nasty eondition; some also hung so loosely upon them, that the 
neU bush Ihey eaoae at was ready to pluek the^ off. 

After some tiase spent in this sad and desolate eoadition, the 
subordinate pre^her ealled foi* a day of fasting, and to humble 
tbemseWcs for being so wieked «gainst the great Shaddai and 
^ his Son: and he desired that Captain Boanerges 

^^^^^^f would preaeb; which he consented to do: and the 
prtacneam ^^ ^.^^ come, his text was this: ** Cut it down? 
jnanaoui. ^^^ cumbereth it the ground?" and a very smart 
Bennon he made upod the text. First, he showed what waa 
the occasion ot the words, to wit, *' because the fig-tree was 
barren." Then he showed what was contained in the sentence, 
to wit, repentance or utter desolation. He next showed by whose 
authority this sentence was proaounced, and that was by Shad- 
dai himselfl And lastly, he showed the reasons of the points 
and then concluded his sermon. But he was very peKinent in 
the application, insomuch that he made poor Mansoul trembles 
for thb sermon as well aa the former, wrought much upon the 
hearts of the men of Mansoul; yea, it greatly helped to keep 
awake those that were roused by the preaching that went before) 
so that now throughout the whole town there was little or noth* 
ing to be heard or seen but sorrow, and ^ocrning, and wo.* 

Now after sermon they got together, and consulted what was 
^, . best to be done. But, said the subordinate preach- 

A ?/^2 ***» ^ ^'" do nothing of my own head, without ad- 

*' Tising with my neighbour Mr Godly-fear. So 
they ealled and sent for Mr Godly-fear, and he forthwith appear- 
ed. Then they desired .that he would further show hie c»pinion 
about what they had best to do: whereupon the old gentlemen 
said as folio wethf **It is my opinion that this town of Mansoul 
should, in this day of her distress, draw up and send an humble 
petition to their offended prince Immanuel, that he, in favour 

• Bocuerg^s, who wan one of the first measeng^n to the town, had with- 
drawn, and nkildcr preachen were intnidueed, na more suited to tlie state <^ 
Mansoul; but now they need to be roused from tlieir sloth, and Boaner^ei 
preaches again. In times of spiritual decleniiiuu awaldening sermons are very 
oscfUL 
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and grace, will turn ugaiu unto them, atid not keep his anger 
fdwrer." 

When the townsmen had heard thik speech, they ucaeiraously 
agreed to his adviee^ so they presentiy drew up their request; 
Tk ^ *k ^^^ ^^ next^quefition was. But who shall ear- 

court Lord-mayor, who accepted the service, and ad- 

dressed himself to his journey; after whieh, he 
came to the court of Shaddai, whither Immanuel ,the prince of 
Maosoul was gon^ , Lam. iii. 8, 44; but the gate was shut, and a 
•trict wauh kept thereat; so that the petitioner was forced to stand 
without for a great while together. Then he desir^rd that sora 
would go in to the prince, and tell him who stood at the gate, 
and also what his business was. Accordingly one went and told 
Shaddai and Immanuel his son, that the Lord-mayor of. the town 
of Mansoul stood without at the gate of the king's court, desiring 
to be admitted into the presence of tne prince, the king^s son. 
He also told the Lord- mayor's errand both to the king and his 
son Immanuel. But the prince would not come down, nor ad« 
mit that the gate should be opened, but sent an answer to this 
efiect, Jer. iU 27, *28. *'They have turned their back unto me, 
and not their face; but now, in tlie fime of their trouble, they say 
unto me. Arise and save us. But can tliey not now go to Mr Car- 
nal-security, to whom, they went when they turned from roe, 
and make him their leader, their lord, and tlieir protector^ And 
now in their trouble they visit me, from whom in tlieir prosper- 
ity they went astray. *' 

This answer made my Lord-mayor look black in the fiice; it 
troubled, it perplexed, it rent him sore, Lam. iv. 7, 8. And 
now he began to see what it was to be familiar with Diabolonians. 
such as Mr Carnal-security i^as. When he saw that at court

* they threw ashes and dust upon their heads, and 

put sackcloth upon their loins, and went crying out through the 

town of Mansoul; which when the rest of the townsfolk saw, 

they all mourned and wept. This therefore was a day of re- 
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bake, trouble and angfuish to the town of Mansoul, and alto of 
l^at dS stress. 

After some time, when thej had somewhat recovered them-

couraged at all with what they had met with at court; yea, though 
several of their petitions should be answered with naught bi# si- 
lence or rebuke; for, said he, it is the way of the wise Shaddai 
to make men wait, and to exercise patience; and it should be the 
way of them in want to be willing to stay his leisure. 

o L ^* Then they took courage, and sent again and again, 

19 the k of * ag*'** »nd again; for there was not a day nor an 
. jfc^fL,* hour, that went over Mansoul*s head, wherein a

some from the court, and some from Mansoul; and this was the 
work of the miserable town of ManlBOuI all that long, that sharp, 
that cold and tedious winter.* 

- Now you may remember that I told you before 

^ memeru: ^^^ ^^^ Immanuel had taken Mansoul, yea, and 
after he had new modelled the town, there remained,- in several 
lurking places of the corporation, many of the old Diabolonians, 
that either came with the tyrant when he invaded and took the 
town, or that had there (by reason of unlawful mixtures in their 
birth, breeding, and bringing op) their holes, dens, and lurking 
places in, under, or about the walls of the town; some of their 
names are, the Lord Fornication, the Lord Adultery, the Lord

CHAPTER XIII. 

The DMbotantens take coorage from the departure of Imraantter^tuid plots 
are furmed, in concert with Hell, for a counter-reyolotioii in ManaouU Co- 
vetoiMneM, LateiTioiMneat, and Angtfr, bjr changing their names, are intro- 
dneed into respectable families^ where they corrupt their roasters and dp in- 
credible mischief. An armj of twenty thousand I>oubtert is raised to a»r> 
prise the town. 

WHEN the Dtabolonian lords perceiTed that Mansoul had, 
through sinning, offended Immanuel their prince, and that he 
had witlklrawn himself and was gone, what do they but plot the 
17 TH b I *'"*'* °^ Mansoul ?

.* y tlat'^ ** *^® \tc\^ of one Mr Mischief, who was a Dia- 
anit pto . bolonian, and here consulted how they might de- 
liver np Mansoul into the hands of Diaboius again. Now some 
advised one way, and some another, every man according to his 
own liking. At last my Lord Lasciviousness proposed, that* 
some of the Diabolonians in Mansoul should offer tliemselvea 
for servants to some of the natives of the town; for, said h«>, if 
they do so, and Mansoul shall accept of them, they may for us, 
and for Diaboius our lord^ make the taking of the town of Man- 
soul more easy than otherwise it would be. But then stood up 
the lord Murder, and said,' This may not be done at. this time, 

• \Vhen Mansoul first received Immanuel, a strict charge was given to dis- 
cover and destroy the Diabolonians; but this was too nracb neglected: the 
consequence v;as, that they became to Mansoul what the Canaamtes were to 
Israel, according to ttie prediction. Numb, xxxiii. Sb. <' If ye will not di-rve

in your sideii, and shall yvx yo« in the land wherein ye dwelk-' 
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fbr Matlsoul is iiov in a kind of rage, because, by onr friend Mr 
Carnal-security she hath been once enstiared already, and made 
to offend i^inst her prince; and how shuH she reconcile herself 
unto her lord again, bat by the heads of these men? Besides, we 
know that they have in commission to take and slay us where** 
ever they shall find ils; let us therefore be wise as foxe^: when 
we are dead, we can do Ihem no hurt; but«while we lire, we 
may. 

Thus wlien they had tossed the matter to and fro, they jointly

We also rejoiced to 
hear that they are in a degenerate condition, have offended their 
prince, and that he.is gone.

Glad also would 
we be, right horribly beloved, could we get this town into our 
clutches again. Nor will we be sparing of our wit, cunning, 
craft, and hellish inrentions, to bring to a wished conclusion this 
your brave beginning. 

** And take this for your comfort, our birth and offspring, 
that if we again surprise and ta^^e it, we will attempt to put all 
your foes to the sword, and make you the great lords and cap- 
tains of the place.

lieceit ^^^ ^^ market like far-countrymen, proffer 

themselves for servants to the famous town of 
Manaoul, and let them pretend to do for their mast^s as benefi* 
cially as may be: for by so doing they may, if Mansoul shall hire 
them, in little time so corrupt and defile the corporation, that 
her now prince shall be not only further offended with them, 
but in conclusion, spue them out of his mouth. And when this 
is done, our prince Diabolus shall prey upon them with ease: 
yea, of themselves, they shall fall into Uie mouth of the eater. 

This project was no sooner propounded, but was as readily 
accepted, and forward were all Diabolonians now to engage in 
the enterprisef but it was not thought fit that all should do thusi 
wherefore they pitched on two or three* namely, the Lord 
Covetoosness, the Lord Lasciviousness, and the Lord Anger: the 
Lord Covetousness called himself by the name of Prudent- 
thrifty; tlie Lord Lasciviousness called himself by the name ot 
Harmless-mirth; and the Lord Anger called himself by the name 
of Good-zeal.*

of Mansool well: so when they came into the market-place ano 
offered themselves to the townsmen, they were presently enter 
tained; for they aslOsd but little wages, and promised to do their 
masters ^reat service. 

Mr Mind hired Prudent- thrifty, and Mr Godly-fear hirec- 
Good-zeal, fme, this fellow Harmless-mirth hnng a little ir 
hand, and could not so soon get a master as the others did, be** 
eanse the town of Mansoul was now in Lent; but after a while, 
because Lent was almost out. Lord Will-be-will hired Harm- 
less-mirth, to be both his waiting-man and his lacquey; and thus 
they got them masters. 

These Tillains, being now got into the houses of the men of 
^ Mansoulj quickly began to do great mischief 

LmcM^^s therein; for, being filthy, arch, and sly, they 

J /» i> quickly corrupted the families where they were, 

-Aj "ir* th^ y^*» they tainted their masters much, especial- 
TlJTrxr «; >y this Prudent-thrifty, and him they calico 
'*''"*i/^^^^^"**"^Harmless.mirth. True, he that went under 
the vitor of 6ood*zeal was not so wellliked by his master, who 
quickly found that he was but a counterfeit rascal; which when 
the fellow perceived, he with speed made his escape from the 
house, or I doubt not but his master would have' hanged him."^ 

When these vsgabonds* had thus far carried on their design, 
and corrupted the town as much as they could, in the next place 
they considered with themselves, at what time their prince 
Diabolos without, and themselves within the town, should make 
an attempt to seize upon Mansoul; and they all agreed upon 
this, that a market-day would be the best for that work; be- 
cause then the townsfolk will be busy in their ways: and always 
take this for a rule, ** when people are most busy in the world, 
they least fear a surpri8e.»'t We also then, said they, shall bt 
able with less suspicion to gather ourselves together for the work 
of our friends and lordg; yea, on such a day should we attempt 
our work, and miss it, we may, when they give us the rout, the 
better hide ourselves in the crowd, and escape.

Coveteusn bh w spi 
ritual idolatry, and infinitely nateful tu God. Lasciviousness is a sin that, in 
a peculiar manner, defiles the soul, and grieves the Holy Spirit. 

T Let busy tradesmen, and all who are deeply engagt^ in worldy concerns 
mark this well. Take care of your hearts on market-days. Be diligent ii> 
business, but fi^rvent in spirit, watchuis unto prayer

" First, we considered of that most hellishly cunning, eom« 
pacted, threefold project, that by you was propounded to us in 
your last; and have concluded,' Uiat though to blow them up 
with the gunpowder of pride would do well, and to do it by 
tempting them to be loose and vain will help on, yet to contrive 
to bring them into the gulf of desperation, we think will do 
best of all.

The name of CoTetous« 
ness is changed into Prudent-thrifly, and him Mr Mind has hired, 
and is almost become as bad as our friend. Lasciviousness has 
changed his name to Harmless-mirth, and he is g^tto be the Lord 
Will-be- will*s lacquey; but he has made his master very wanton. 
Anger changed his name into Good-zeal, and was entertained by 
«Mf Godly-fear, but the peevish old gentleman took pepper 
in the nose, and turned our companion out of his house: nay, he 
has informed us sinoe, that he ran away from him, or else his 
old master had hanged him for his labour.* Now these hare 
much helped forward our work and design npob Mansoul; for 
notwiihstaiiding the spite and quarrelsome temper of the old 
gentleman last mentioned, the other two ply their business well, 
and are likely to ripen the work apace. 

** Our next project is, that it be conclnded that you come upon 
the town upon a market-day, and that when they are upon the 
heat of their business; for then to be sure they will be more 
secure, and least think that an assault will be made upon them. 
They will also at such a time be less able to defend themselves, 
and to offend yon in the prosecution of our desig^. And we 
your trusty (and we S'e sure your beloved) ones shall, wheuyott 
make your furious assault without, be ready to second the busi- 
ness within. So shall we in all likelihood be able to pot Man- 
soul to utter confusion, and swallow them up before they can 
come to themselves. If your serpentine heads, most subtle 
dragons, and our highly esteemed lords, can find out a better 
way than this, let us quickly know your minds. 

"To the Monsters of the Infernal Cave, frbm the House of 
Mr Mischief, in Mansoul, by the hand of Mr Profane.*' 

Now all the while that the raging runagades, and hellish Dia* 
bolonians were thus contriving the ruin of the tovn of Mansnul, 
Tf d t t *^^y» ^® ^^^ ^^ P°°** town itself, was in a sad 
r\f. ^ *n<l woful case, partly because they had sogriev* 
•^ ously offended Shaddai and his son, and partly be- 

cause that the enemies thereby got strength within them afresh, 
and also because, though they had by many petitions made suit 
to the prince Iromanoel, and to his father Shaddai, by him, for 
their pardon and favour, yet hitherto obtained they not one 
smile; but contrarywise, through the craft and subtlety of the 
domestic Diabolonians, their sky was made to grow blacker and 
blacker, and their Immanuel to stand at further distance.

My Lord Lucifer, my Lord Beelzebub, my Lord ApoUyon, my 
Lord Legion, with the rest, salute you, as does also my Lord 
Diabolus; and we wish both you, with all that you do or shall 
possess, the very self-same fruit and success for your doing, as 
we ourselves at present enjoy for ours. 

** From our dreadful confines in the most fearful pit, we 
salute you, and so do those many legions here with us, 
wishing you may be as hellishly prosperous as we desire 
to be ourselves. By the letter-carrier, Mr Profane. " 
Then Mr Profane addressed himself for his return to Man- 
soul, with his errand from the horrible pit to the Diabolomans that 
dwelt in that town, ^o he came up ihe stairs from the deep to 
the mouth of the cave where Cerberus was.

BUT uoir, as Shaddai would have it, there was one whose 
name was Mr Pry well, a great lover of the people of Mansool.

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mdConscUnce. '"tforth-.th to my Lord-mayor', hoo^, and 
acquainted him therewith, who sending for the 
sabordinate preacher, brake the business to him, and he as soon 
gave the alarm to the town; for he was now the cliief preacher 
in Mansoul, because as yet mj lord Secretary was ill at ease.* 
And this was the way that the subordinate preacher took to 
alarm the town therewith. The same hour he caused the lec- 
Vire-bell to be rung, and the people came together; he then 
The atami' ^^^ them a short exhortation to watchfulness, and 
bell rum " ™*^® ^^ Pry well's news the argument thereof. 
^' For, said he, a horrible plot is contrived against 
Mansoul, even to massacre us all in a day; nor is this story to 
be slighted, for Mr Pry well is the author thereof. Mr Pry well 
was always a lover of Mansoul, a sobei and judicious man, a man 
that is no tattler, nor raiser of false reports, but one that loves 
to look into the very bottom -of matters, and talks nothing of news 
but by very solid argument. 

I will call him, and you shall hear him your own selves; so 
he called him, and he came and told his tale so punctually, and 
affirmed its truth with such ample grounds, that Mansoul fell 
presently wider a conviction of the truth of what he said. The 
preacher also backed him, saying. Sirs, it is not irrational for 
us to believe it, for we have provoked Shaddai to anger, and 
have sinned Immanuel out of the town; we have had too much 
correspondence with Diaboli>nians, and have forgotten our ten- 
der mercies; no marvel, then, if the enemy both within and 
without should design and plot our ruin; and what time like this 
to do it?

When the captains heard this, they being always true lovfsrsof 
the town of Mansoul, what do they, but like so many SarasonSf 
they shake themselves, and eome together to consult and con<* 
trive how to defeat those bold and hellish eontriyanoes that were 
upon the wheel, by the means of Diabolus and his friends^ 
against the now sickly, weakly, and much impOTerished town 
of Mansoul; and they agreed upon these following particulars. 

1. That the gates of Mansoul should be kept shut, and made 
j^j. ^ fast with bars and locks, and that all persons that 
fn^** 'y*^* went out or came in should be very strictly ex* 

amined by the captains of the guards, 1 Cor.

2. The next thing was, that a strict search should be made foi' 
all kind of Diabolonians, throughout the whole town of Man« 
soul; and that every man's house from top to bottom « should he 
looked into, and that too house by house, that if possfble -a 
farther discovery might be made of all such among them as had 
a hand in these designs, Heb. xii. 15, 16. 

3. It was further concluded upon, that wheresoever or with 
whomsoever any of the Diabolonians frere found, that even 
those of the town of Mansoul, that had given them bouse and 
harbour, should, to their shame and the warning of others, do 
penance in the open place, Jer* ii.

I. It wttft fhrtfaer eoneluded then, that with what speed, ^aiid 
«rith what warmth of miDd they eould, they would renew their 
homiliatioa for sin, and their petitions to Shaddai for help; 
they also resolved to send tidings, to the court of all (hat Mt 
Prywell had told them, Jer. xlxTiii^ 4. 

6. It was also determined, that thanks should he given by 
the town of Manaoul to Mr Prywell, for hi^ diligent seeking of 
the welfare of their town; and further, that forasmuch as he was 
so naturally inclined to seek their good, and also to andermine 
their foes, they gave bim« commission of Scont-master-general^ 
for the good of the town of Mansoul.* 

When the corporation, with their captains, had thus conclude 
ed, they did as they had said, they shut their gates, they made 
ffM* Diaholonians strict search, they made those with whom any 
were fottndj to do penance in the open place. They kept thelf 
fast, and renewed their petition to their prince, and Mr Pry- 
well managed his charge, and the trust that Man soul had pii< 
into his hands, with great conscience and good fidelity; for he 
gave himself wholly up to his employ, and that not only withid 
the town, bat he went out to pry, to see, and to hear. 

Not many daya»after, he provided for his journey, and went 
jTf pj^y^gii towards Hellgate-hill, into the country where

also that Diabolus was almost ready for his march, tse. So he 
eame back with speed, and calling the captains and elders of 
Mansoul together, he told them where he had been, what he 
had heard, and what he had seen.

^ sisted of all Doubters, and that their' mimber was 
above twenty thousand. He told, moreover, that 
Diabolus intended to bring with him the chief princes of the In- 
fernal Pit, and that be would make them chief captains over his 
Doubters. He told them, moreover, that it was certainly true^ 
tlTat several of the black den would with Diabolus ride reform 
mades, to reduce the town of Mansoul to the obedience of Dia- 
bolus iheir prince. 

He said, moreover, that he understood by the Doubters, among 
wh<$bk he had been, that the reason why old, Incredulity was made 
general of the whole army, was, because none truer than he ta

But the black princes shall be made high commanders; only 
Ineredality shall be over them all, because he can more easily 
and dexterously beleaguer the town of Mansoul, than any of the 
princes besides, Heb. xii. *1. 

Now when the captains of Mansoul, with the elders of the 
town, had heard the tidings that Mr Prywell brought, they 
thought it expedient, without further delay, to put into execu- 
TI la a f t ^^^ ^^ '*^' against the Diabolonians, which

jy n* A / mandment to manage against them. Where- 

in/ in/ - ^°'^» forthwith a diligent and impartial search 

p execu" ^^^ made in all houses in Mansoul, for all and 
' all manner of Diabolonians. Now in the house 
of Mr Mind, and In the house of the great Lord Will-be-will, 
Were two Diabolonians found. In Mr Mind*s house was one 
Lord Covetottsness tbnnd; but he had changed his name to 
Prudent-thrifty. In my Lord Will-be-will's house, one Lasci- 
yiousness was 'found; but he had changed his name to Harmless- 
mirth. These two the captains and elders of the town of^an- 
soul took and committed to custody, under the hand of Mr 
Trueman, the gaoler; and this man handled them so severely, 
and loaded them so well with irons, that they both tell into a 
tery deep consumption, and died in the prison; their masters 
also, according to the agreement of the captains and elders, were 
brought to do penance in the open place, to their shame, and a 
warning to the rest of the town of Mansoul. f 

Now this was the manner of penance in those days. The 
persons offending, being made sensible of the evil of their doings, 
were enjoined open confession of their faults, and a strict 
amendment of their lives. ^ 

After this the captains and elders of Mansoul sought yet to 
find out more Diabplonians, wherever they lurked, whether in

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dens, eaves, boles, vaults, or where else they coald, in or ahoat 
the wall or town of Mansoul. But though they could plainly see 
their footing, and so follow them by their track and smell to their 
holes, even to the mouths of iheir caves and dens, yet take and do 
justice upon them they could not, their ways were so crooked, 
their holes so strong, and they so quick to take sanctuary there. 
But Mansoul ruled now with so stiff a hand over the Diabo- 

• A vf * shrink into comers: time was, when they durst 
man8 fade ^^^^ openly and in th<; day but now they were 
tJ^d^^^ forced to embrace privacy and the night: time was, 
their aena. ^ji^n ^ Mansoulian was their companion, but now 
they -tounted them deadly enemies. This change did Mr 
Pry well's intelligence make in the town of Mansoul.* 

By this time Diabolus had finished his army which he in« 
tended to bring wjtli him for the ruin of Mansoul; and had set 
over them captains, and other field officers, such as liked- his 
funous stomach best: himself was lord paramount. Incredulity 
was general of his army. Their highest captains shall be nam- 
ed afterwards^ but now for their officers, colours, and scutcheons.

U9 9 army. jj^|^ these seven he set over the captains, and 
Incredulity was lord geueral, and Diabolus was king. 

The reformades also, such as were like themselves, were 
made some of them capUins of hundreds, and some of them cap- 
tains of more. And thus was the army of Incredulity completed. 

So they set out at Hellgate-hill (for there they had their ren- 
dezvous,) from whence they came with a straight course upon 
their march towards the town of Mansoul. Now, as was hinted 
before, the town had, as Shaddai would have it, received from 
the mouth of Mr Piywell the alarm of their coming before. 
Wherefore they set « strong watch at the j;ates, and had also 
4flk)ubled their guards; they also mounted their slings in good 
places, where they might conveniently cast out their great stones 
to the annoyance of the enemy. 

Nor could those Diabolonians that were in the town do that 
hurt as was designed they should; for Manscul was now awake. 
But alas, poor, n^oplc, tliey were sorely nffrighted at the first 
appearance of tiieir foes, and at their silting down before the 
town, espceiaTIy wti'cn they heard the roaring of their druia, I 
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Pet. V. 8. This, to speak trath, was amazingly hideous to heai', 

it frightened all men seven miles round.* The streaming of 

Iheir colours, was also terrible and dejecting to behold. 

When Diabolns was come up against the town, first he made

"r^^ from Mansoul, and intrench hirtistlf and his 

'^^' men in the field, without the reach of the slings 

of the town, James iV. t. 

Now having intrenched himself, he cast up four mo'ints 
against the town; the first he called Modnt Diabolus, putting his 
own name thereon, the.moreto affright the town of Mansoul; the 
Other three he called thus. Mount Alecto, Mount Megara, and 
Mount Tisiphone, for these are the names of the dreadful furies 
of hell. Thus he began to play his game with Mansoul, and to 
Serve it as the lion his prey, even to make it fall before his ter» 
ror. But, as I said, the captains and soldiers, resisted so stoutly, 
and did so much execution, that they mad'^ him, though against 
stomach, toiretreat; wher fore Mansoul began to take courage. 

Now upon Mount Diab ^us, which was raised on the north 
y.. , , , side of tht town, there did the tyrant set up 

JJiabolus sstan- j^.^ standard, and a fearful thing it was to be- 
aara set up. ^^^^^ ^^^ j^^ j^^^ wrought in it by devilish art 
after the manner of his scutcheon, a flaming fire, fearful to be* 
hold, and the picture of Mansoul burning in it. 

When Diaboius had thus done, he commanded that his drum* 
mer should every night approach the walls of the town of Main* 
soul, and beat a parley; the command was to do it at night, as 
in the day-time they annoyed him with their slings; for th« 
tyrant said, that he had a mind to parley with the now trembling 
town of Mansoul, and he commanded that the drum should beat 
every night, that through weariness they might at last, if possi* 
ble, (at the first they were unwilling, yet) be forced to do it. 

So the drummer did as he was commanded; he arose, and

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beat his dram. But when his dram did go, If one looked to* 
wards the towa of Mansoul, behold darkness and sorrow, and 
the light was darkened in the heaven thereof, Isa. v. 30. No 
noise was ever heard upon eaKh more terrible, except the voice - 
of Shaddbi when he speaketh. But how did Mansoul tremble! 
it now looked for nothing but forthwith to be swallowed up.* 

When this drummer had beaten a parley, he made this speech 
-- . to Mansoul: '* My master has bid me tell yott, 

M he drummer ^^^ jj. ^^^ ^.jj ^juingiy submit, you shall

"*• But by that the fugitive had done beating his 

dram, the people of Mansoul had betaken themselves to the 
captains that were in the castle, so that there was none to regard 
nor to give this drummer an answer: so he proceeded no furthe^ 
that night, but returned again to his master to the camp. 

When Diabolus saw that, by drumming, he could not work 
out Mansoul to his will, the next night he sendeth this drum* 
mer without his drum) still to let the townsmen know4kat he 
had a mind to parley with them. But when all ca'me to all, his 
parley was turned into a summons to the town, to deliver up them'> 
selves: but tliey gave him neither heed nor hearing, for they re* 
membered what at first it cost them to hear him a few words, f 

The next night he sends again, and then who should be his 
messenger to Mansoul but tlic terrible Captain Sepulchre; so 
Captain Sepulchre came Up to the walls of Mansoul, and made 
this oration to the town: , 

** O ye inhabitants of the rebellioi a town of Mansoul! I sum* 
mon you in the name of the prince Oiabolus, that without any 
more ado you set open the gates of y( or town, and admit your lord 
to come in. But if you shall still rebel, when we have taken the 
town by force, we will swallow you up as the grave; wherefore 
if you will hearken to my summons, say so; and if not, then let 
them know. 

'*The reason of this my summons;*' quoth he, '^is, for that 
my lord is your undoubted prince and lord, as you yourselves have 
formerly owned. Nor sliall that assault that was given to my 
lord, when Immanuel dealt ,so dishonourably by him, prevail 
with him to lose his right, and to forbear to attempt to recover 
his own. Consider then, O Mansoul, with thyself, wilt thou 
show thyself peaceably, or not? If thou wilt quietly yield up thy-

When the languishing towii of Mansoul heard thi8«suramoner, 

and his summons, they were yet more' put to their dumps, but 

made the captain no answer at all; so away he went as he came. 

After some consultation among themselves, as also with some

... - ' to the lord secretary for counsel and advice 

PP y J from him; for this lord secretary was their chief 

advice to their u / *• ^ v r \ i u 

lord secretary ^^^*^^^^ (" mentioned before) only now he 

^' was ill at ease; and of him they begged favour 

in tliese two or three things. 

1. That he would look comfortably upon them, and not keep 
himself so much retired from them as formerly. Also, that he 

" would be prevailed with to give them a hearing while they shoula 
make known their miserable condition to him. But to this he 
told them as before. That as yet ]iQ was but ill at ease, and 
therefore could not do as he had formerly done. 

2. The second thing they desired, was, that he would be pleased 
to give tliem his advice about their now so important affairs^ 
for that Diabolos was come and set before the town with no less 
than twenty thousand Doubters. They vaid, moreover, that both 
he and his captains were cruel men, and that they were afraid 
of them. But to this he said. You must look to the law of the 
prince, and thei'e see what is laid upon you to do.f 

3. Then they desired that his highness would help them to 
frame a petition to Shaddai, and unto Immanuel his son, and 
that he would set his own hand thereto, as a token that he was 
one with them in it: for said they, my Lord, many a one have 
we sent, but can get no answer of peace, but now surely one 
with thy hand unto it, may obtain good for Mansoul. 

But all the answer he gave to this, was. That they had offend- 
ed Immanuel, and had also grieved himself, and that therefore 
they must as yet partake of their own devices. 

This answer of the lord secretary fell like a mill- stone upon 
them; yea, it crushed them so, that they could not tell what to 
do, yet they durst not comply with the demands of Diabolus,

■^ * Mansoul was in when the enemy came upon 

her: her foes were ready to swallow her up, and her friends 
forbore to help her. 

Then stood up my lord-fbayor, whose name was my Lord 
Understanding, and he began to piek and pick^ until he had pick- 
ed comfort out of that seemingly bitter saying of the loitl secre- 
tary; for thus he descanted upon it: First, said he, This un- 
AToidably follows upon 4he saying of my lord, That we must 
yet suiTer for our sins. 2. But, quoth he, the word "yet" sounds 
as if at last we should be sa^ed from our enemies, and that, af\er 
a few more sorrows, Immanuel will come and be our help. 
Now the lord-mayor was the more critical in his dealing with the 
secretary's words, because my lord was more than a prophet, 
and because none of his words were sudh, but that at ail times 
they were most exactly significant, and the townsmen were 
allowed to pry into them, and to expound them to their best ad- 
vantage.* 

So they took their leares of my lord, and returned to the 
captains, to whom they told what my lord secretary had said, 
who, when they had heard it, were all of the same opinion as 
was my lord-mayor himself; the captains therefore began to take 
courage, and prepared to make some brave attempt upon the 
camp of the enemy, and to destroy all that were Diabolonians, 
with the roving Doubters that the tyrant had brought with him 
to ruin the poor town of Mansoul. 

So all betook themselves forthwith to their places, the captains 
rp, . ^tja theirs, the lord-mayor to his, the subordinate

jr Tne captains longed to be at some work for their 

prince, for they delighted in warlike achieve- 
ments. The next day, therefore, tliey came together and con- 
sulted; and afler consultation had, they resolved to give an answer 
to the captain of Diabolus with slings; and so they did at the ris- 
mg of the sun on the morrow; for Diabolus had adventured to 
come nearer again, but the sling-stones were to him and his like 
hornets. For as there is nothing to the town of Mansoul so 
terrible as the roaring of Diabolus's drum, so there is nothing to 
Diabolus so terrible as the well playing of Irnmaniiers slings. 
Wherefore Diabolus was forced to make another retr«»at, yei 
further off from the famous town of Mansoul. Then did the 
lord-mayor of Mansoul cause the bells to be rung, and that

When Diabolus saw that his captains and soldiers, high lords, 
and renowned, were frightened and beaten down by the stones 
that came from the golden slings t>f the prince of the town of 
Mansoul, he bethought himself, and said, I will try to catch them 
by fawning, I will try to flatter them into my net. 

Wherefore, after a while he came down again to the wall, not 
J)iabolu9 °°^ ^** ^" drum, nor with/ Captain Sepulchre, but 
chane-e* ^*^^^S *11 *o besugarded his lips; he seemed to be a 
Ms vav ^^^^ sweet-mouthed, peaceable prince, designing noth- 
^' ing for honour sake, nor to be revenged on Mansoul 
for injuries by them done to him; but the welfare, and good, and 
advantage of the town and people therein, was now, as he said, 
his only design. Whefefore, after he had called for audience, 
and desired that the townsfolk would give it to him, he pro- 
ceeded in his oration and said,t 

"Oh! the desire of my heart, the famous town of Mansoul, 
how many nights have 1 watched, and how many weary steps 
have I taken, if perhaps I might do thee good ! 1 Pet. v. 8. 
Rev. xii. 10. Far be it, far be it from me .1o desire to make 
war upon you; if ye will but willingly and quickly deliver up 
yourselves unto me. You know that you were mine of old> 
Matt iv. 8. Luke iv. 6, 7. Remember also, that so long as 
you enjoyed me for your lord, and that I enjoyed you for my 
subjects, you wanted for nothing of all the delights of the earth, 
that I, your lord and prince could get for you; or tliat I could 
invent to make you bonny and bliUie withal. Consider, you 
never had so many hard, dark, troublesome and heart-afflicting 
hours, while you were mine, as you have had since you revolted 
from roe, nor shall you ever have peace again until you and I 
become one as before. Be but prevailed with to embrace me 
Diabolus exerts •S»»°» ^"^ ^ ^»^* S'*"^* y«a, enlarge your old 
Ai rftk' charter with abundance of privileges, so that 
thTtlw fZ^^ your license and liberty shall be to take, hold, 
y^^^ enjoy and make your own, all that is pleasant

civilities, wherewith you have offended me, be ever charged 

' * Resist the devil and he will flee firom you. A little encouragement fhim 
the H0I7 Spirit exeites firesh courage in the soul to oppose Satan; and, no doubt, 
theholjrresis'tance of the Christian is as formidable to him as his assaults are to 
the tempted. 

t Satan has various modes of attack. If-he succeed not as the roaring 
lion, he will assume the craftv serpent; if he prevail not by fear he will ' resoit 
to flattery; in the latter way he obtained his purpose with onr fint mother. 
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upon yoa hj me, so long as the sun and moon ensure. Nor 
sball anj of those dear friends of mine, that now. for tlie fear of 
yon, lie larking in dens and holes and caves m Mansoul, be 
hurtful to yoa any more; yea, they shall be your servants, and 
shall minister unto you of their substance, and of whatever bhall 
come to hand. I need spe^ no more, you khow them, and have 
some time since been much delighted in their company; why 
then should we abide at such odds? Let us renew our old Ac- 
quaintance and friendship again. 

** Bear with your friend, 1 take the liberty at this time to speak 
thus freely unto you. The love that I have to you presses me 
to do it, as also does the zeal of ray heart for my friends with 
you; put me not therefore to further trouble, nor yourselves io 
further frights. Have you I will, in a way of peace or war, nor 
do you flatter yourselves with the power and force of your cap- 
tains, or that your Immanuel will shortly come In to your help; 
for such strength will do yQu.no pleaaure. 

" I am come against you with a stout and valiant army, and 
all the chief princes of the den are even at the head. Besides, . 
my captains are swifter than eagles, stronger than lions, and 
more greedy of prey than are the evening wolves. What is Og 
or Bashan! what is Goliath of Gath? and what are a hqndred 
more of them to one of the least of my captains! how then shall 
Mansoul think to escape my hand and force?"* 

Diabolus having thus ended his flattering, fawning, deceitful, 
and lying speech to the famous town of Mansoul; the Lord- 
mayor replied unto him as follows: 

**0 Diabolus, prince of darkne&s, and master of all deceit; 
The lord-mau" ^^ ^y*"S flatteries we have had, and made suffi- 
•r*» anrwer ®*®°^ probation of, and have tasted too deeply of 
that destructive cup already; should we therefore 
again hearken unto thee, and so break tlie commandment of our 
great Shaddai, to join aflinity with tbec, would not our prince 
reject us, and cast us oif for ever, and, being cast ofi* by him, 
can the place that he has prepared for thee be a place of rest for 
us» Besides, O thou that art empty and void of all truth, we are 
rather ready to die by thy hand than to fall in with thy flattering 
and lying deceits."! 

When the tyrant saw that titere was little to be got in parley- 
ing with my lord mayor, he fe.l into a hellish rage, and resolved

nmult the town oC Man soul. 

So he called for his drummer, -who beat up for his men (and 
trhile he did beat, Mansoul shook) to be in readiness to give 
battle to the corporation; then Diabolus drew near with his ar^ 

hi, army again,/ ^^''^^'f Captom Torment, these he dre» 
the town ^^^ ^ placed against Feel-gate, and coih- 

manded them to set down there for the war. • 
And he also appointcfd, that if need were, Captain Ko-ease should 
oome into their relief. At Nose^gate he placed Captain Brim- 
stone and Captain Sepulchre, and bid them look well to theif 
ward on that side of the town of Mansoul. But at Eye-gate he 
placed that grim-faced one, the Captain Past-hope, and there 
also now did he set up his terrible standard. 

Now Captain Insatiable was to look to the carriages of Diabo* 
Ins, and was also appointed to take into custody that, or those 
persons knd things that should at any time as prey be taken 
from the enemy. The inhabitants of Mansoul kept mouth-gate 
for a 8ally*port, wherefore that they kept strong, for that was 
it by and out of which the townsfolk sent their petitions to Im** 
manuel their prince; tliat also was the* gate, from the top of 
which the captains played their dings at the enemies, for that 
gate stood somewhat ascending^ so that the placing of them here, 
and the letting of them fly from that place, did much execution 
against the tyrant's army^ wherefore for these causes, with others, 
Diiabolus sought, if possible, to stop op Mouth-gate with dirtf 
Now as Diabolus was busy and industrious in preparing to 
make his assault upon the town of Mansoul without, so the cap* 
tains and soldiers in the corporation were as busy in preparing 
within; they mounted'their slings, set up their banners, sound- 
ed their trumpets, and put themselves in such order as was 
ludgcd most for the annoyance of the enemy, and for the advan- 
tage of Mansoul; and gave their soldiers orders to be ready at 
the sound of the trumpet for war. The Lord Will-be-will also,

this was the reason why he hanged them up; after their* father 
was put Into the hands of Mr Trueman the gaoler, his sons be- 
gan to play their prank.8, and to be tricking and toying with the 
daughters of their lord; nay, it was jealoused that they were too 
familiar with them, which was brought to his lordship's ear. 
Now his lordship being unwilling unadfisedly to put any man 
to death, did not suddenly fall upon them; but set watch and spies 
to see if the thing was true; of the which he^ was soon informed, 
for his two servants, whose names were Find-out and Tell-all, 
catched them together in an uncivil manner more than once or 
twice, and went and told their lord. So when my Lord Will- 
be-will had sufficient ground to believe tlie thing was true, he 
takes the two young Diabolonians, for such they were, (for their 
father was a Diabolonian bom) and has them to Eye-gate, where 
he raised a very high crews just in the face of Diabolus, and of 
his army, and there he hanged the young villains, in defiance of 
Captain Past-hope, and the horrible standard of the tyrant. 
Now this christian act of the brave Lord Will-be-will greatly

But Mr Mind being wary of it, took them, and * 
pat them in hold in his house till the morning, (for this was dpne 
over-night,) and remembering that by the law of Mansoul all Dia- 
bolonians were to die (and to be sare they were at least by father's 
side sach, and some say by mother's side too;) what does he, but 
takes them, and puts Ihem in chains, and carries them to the 
self same place where my lord hanged his two before, there he 
hanged them. The townsmen also took great encouragement 
at this act of Mr Mind, and did what they could to have taken 
some more of these Diabolonian troublers ofMansool; but at 
that time the rest lay so close, that they could not be apprehen-

I told you a little before, that Diabolus and his army were 
somewhat abashed and discouraged at the sight of what my Lord 
Will-be-will did, when he hanged up tliose two yoang Diabolo- 
nians; but his discouragement quickly turned itself into furious 
madness and rage against the town of Mansoul, and fight it he 
would. Also the townsmen and captains within had their hopes 
and expectations heightened, believing at last the day would be 
theirs, so they feared them the less. Their subordinate preacher 
too made a sermon about it, and took that theme for his text, 
'* Gad, a troop shall overcome him, but he shall overcome at 
the last.'* Whence he showed, that though Mansoul should 
be sorely put to it at the first, yet the victory should most cer- 
tanily be Mansoul's at the last, Gen. xlix. 19.t 

So Diabolus commanded that his drummer should beat a 
charge against the town, and the captains also that were in the 
town sounded a charge against them, but they had no drum, 
they were trumpets of silver with which they sounded against 
them. • Then they which were of the camp of Diabolus came 
rw^L v ..T V • down to the town to Uke it, and the captains 
Ihebattlebe^ns .^^^^^ ^^^^ ^.^^ the slingers at Mouth- 
bet:^enMafi80ul g^^e, played upon them amain.

slain oar«right Now in the camp of Diabolus were wounded and 
99^0 in the '1<^*° *> considerable number: for instance, Captain 
eam6 oflHa^ J^*g® ^^^ wounded, and so was Captain Cruel.

Mr Trueman the goaler, with a commandment to keep them in 
irons; for he intended Uien to have them out to be cracified, 
when it would be for the best to the corporation, and most for 
the discouragement of the camp of the enemies.* 

My Lord-mayor also, though he could not »tir about so much 
as formerly; because of the wound^tbathe had lately received, 
yet gave he out orders to all that were the natives of Mansoul, 
to look to their watch and stand upon their guard, and, as oc- 
casion shall offer, to prove themselves men.

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6al Hell-fire, hell-fire, hell-fire \ The dmmmer was klso to heat 
without ceasing, and the standard-hearers were to display their 
eolours; the soldiers too were to put on what courage they could, 
and to see that they played manfully their parts against the town. • 

So the night heing come, and all things by the tyrant made rea- 
dy for the work, he suddenly makes his assault; upon Feel-gate, 
and after he had a while struggled there, he throws the gates 
wide open; for the truth is, those gates were but weak, and so 
most easily made to yield. When Diabolus had thus far made 
his attempt, he placed his captains, to wit, Torment and No-ease, 
there; so he attempted to press forward, but the prince's captains 
eame down upon him, and made his entrance more difllcult than 
he desired. And to speak truth, they made what resistance tliey

Yea, they tamed the men of the 
town out of their houses, and would lie in their beds, and sit at 
their tables themselves. Ah, poor Mansoul! now thou feelest 
the fruits of sin, and what yenom was in the flattering words of 
Mr Carnal-security ! They made great haTOo of whatever they

/• V// th ht '*®^"*^^**^* *"^ black-coats walked the town by 
I hi *ih^ ' ^^^^^^^^i ^"d fillod up all th6 houses with hid- 
^^^ *" '''ousRoi&e^, vain songs, lying stories and blaspbc- 
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moas language against Shaddai and his son. Now also those 
Diabolonians that lurked in the walls, and dens, and holes 
that were in the town or<Mansoul,came forth and showed them- 
selves; yea, walked with open face in company with the Doubters 
, that M'ere in Mansoul. Yea, they had more boldness now to 
walk the streets, to haunthouses, and to show themselves abroad 
than had any of the hon*sst inhabitants of the now woful town 
of Mansoul. But Diabolus and his outlandish men were not at 
pcaee in Mansoul; for they were not there entertained as were 
the captains and forces of Immanuel; the townsmen browbeat 
them what they could: no.r did they partake or make destruction 
of any of the necessaries of Mansoul, but that which they seized 
on against the townsmen's will; what Uiey could they hid from 
them, and what they could not they had with an ill-will. They, 
poor hearts, had rather have had their room than their company, 
but they were at present their captives, and tlieir captives for 
the present they were forced to be, Rom. vii.

After the town of Mansouf had been io this sad and lamenta- 
ble condition for so long a time as I have told yon, and no 
petitions that they had presented their prince with (all this while) 
eould prevail, the inhabitants of the town, to wit, the elders, and 
chief of Mansoul, gather U;gether, and after some time spent in 
condoling their miserable state, and this miserable judgment 
coming upon them, they agreed together to draw up yet another 
TLi n ^j /* ) petition, and to send it away to Immanuel for 
^rGod/y-/ear«^^j.^j. But Mr Godly-fear stood up, and an- 
iuivice about ^^^^^^ , .* That he knew his lord the prince never 
aravnnfttp a j. ^^ ^^^ never would receive a petition for these 
^tiuon to tne ^n^tters fixim the hand of any whoever, unless the 
prince, j^^^ secretary's hand was to it (and this, quoth 

Thenthegr 
said they would draw up on^, and get the lord secretary's hand 
to it. But Mr Godly-fear answered again, *' That he knew also 
that the lord secretary would not set his hand to any petition 
that himself had not a hand in composing and drawing up; and 
besides, said he, the prince doth know my lord secretary's hand 
from all the hands in the worlds wherefore he cannot be deceived 
by any pretence whatever;' wherefore my advice is, that you go 
to my lord and implore him to lend you his aid."

Yea, you miist put , 
your desires to it. True, the hand and pen shall be mine, but 
the ink and paper must be yours* else how can you say it is 
your petition! Nor have I need to petition for myself, because I 
have not offended ^ 

He also added as followeth: *' No petition goes from me in m\ 
name to the prince, and so to his father by him, but when thi* 
people, that are chiefly concerned therein, join in heart ami 
soul in the matter, for that must be inserted therein. "* 

So they heartily agreed with the sentence of the lord, and h 
petition was forthwith drawn up for them. But now who shall 
carry it, that was the next. But the secretary advised that Cap 
tain Credence should cavry it, for he was a well-spoken man. 
They therefore called for him, and propounded to him the busi- 
ness. Well, said the captain, I gladly accept of the motion; 
and though 1 am lame, I will do this business for you, with as 
much speed, and as well as I cao.f The contents of the peti*- 
tion were to this purpose: 

Th H iifi f ** ^ ^^^ ^^^ *"*^ sovereign prince Imman>- 
ine pennon oj ^^^^ ^^ potent, the long-suffering prince ! Grace 
MantouLto tne .^ poured into thy lips, and to thee belong mer- 
pnnceMmanuel^^l^^ forgiveness, though we have rebelled 
against thee. We who are no more worthy to be called thy 
Mansoul, nor yet fit to partake of common benefits, do beseech 
thee, and thy father by Uiee, to do away our transgressions. We^ 
confess that thou mightest cast us away for them, but do it not for 
thy name's sake; let the lord rather take an opportunity, at our 
miserable condition, to let out his bowels of ^compassion to us^

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we are eomfMssed on eyery tide, lord; our ova baekalidiiiffA = - 
prove us, oar Diabolonians -within oar town fright us, and tH? 
array of the angel of the bottomless pit distress ns. Thy grace 
can be our salvation, and whither to go but to thee we know not. 

•* Fnrthermore, O gracious prince, we have weakened our cap* 
. tains, and they are discouraged, sick, and of late some of them 
grievously worsted, and beaten out of the field by the power and 
force of the tyrant. Yea, even those of our captains, in whose 
valour we formerly used to put most of our confidence, they are 
as wounded men. Besides, lord, our enemies are lively, and 
they are strong, they vaunt and boast themselves, and threaten 
to part us among themselves for a booty. They are fallen also 
upon us, lord, with many thousand Doubters, such as with whom 
we cannot tell what to do) they are all g^im-looked and unmerci* 
ful ones, and they bid defiance to us and thee. 

*' Our wisdom is gone, our power is gone, because thou art 
departed from us, nor have we what we may call ours^ but sin, 
shame, and confusion of face for sin. Take pity upon us, O lord, 
take pity upon us, thy miserable town of Mansoul, and save us 
out of the hands of our enemies. Amen. "* 

This petition, as was touched afore, was handed by the lord 
secretary, and carried to the court by the brave and most stout 
Captain Credence. Now he earned it out at ^f outh-gate, for that, 
as I said, was the sally-port of the town; and he went, and came 
to Immanuel with it. Now how it came out I do not know, but 
for certain it did, and that so far as to reach the ears of Diabolus. 
Thus I conclude,' because that the tyrant had it presently by the 
end, and charged the town of Mansoul with it; saying, *'Thou 
rebellious and stubborn*hearted Mansoul, I will make thee to leave 
Satan cannot "^ P««t'°°i"K= f A™ T't f°' petlUonrng?

Well« 
the drum was beat, and the Diabolcnians were gathered togelJier.t 

Then said Diabolus, ** O ye stout Diabolonians, be it known 
unto you, that there is treachery hatched against us in the re- 
bellious town of Mansoul; for albeit the town is in our possession^ 
as you see, yet these miserable Mansoulians have attempted tc 
dare, and have been so hardy as yet to send to the court of

This you see was the charge, but something stepped in be- 
twixt that and execution, for as yet there was but little more 
done than to rage. 

Moreover, when Diaholus had done thus, be wefit the next day 
up to the castle gates, and demanded that, upon pain of deaths 
the gates should be opened to him, and that entrance should be 
given him, and his men that followed after. To whom Mr 
Godly-fear replied (for he it was that had the charge of the gate) 
" That the gate should not be opened unto him, nor to the men 
that followed after him. " He said, moreover, " That Mansoul, 
when she had suffered awhile, should be made perfect, strength- 
ened and settled."

But Mr Godly-fear made him this replication: ** How long 
will Mansoul be kept out of the dungeon, when she hath given up 
her faith to Diabolus? As good lose tlie town as lose Captain 
Credence, for if one be gone, the other must follow." But to that 
Mr Fooling said nothing. 

Then did my lord-mayor reply,' and said, " O thou devour- 
ing tyrant, be it known unto thee, we shall hearken to none of 
thy words; we are resolved to resist thee as long as a captain, a 
man, a sling, and a slSone to throw at thee, shall be found in the 
town of Mansoul.

And now by this time Captain Credence was come from the 
eoun from Immanuel to the castle of Mansoul, and he returned 
to them with a packet. So ray lord-mayor, hearing that Cap- 
tain Credence was come, withdrew himself from the noise of 
the roaring of the tyrant, and lefl him to yell at the wall of the 
town, or against the gates of the castle. He' then came up to 
the captain's lodgings, and, saluting him, asked him of his wel- 
fare, and what was the best news at court? but when he asked 
Captain Credence that, the water stood in his eyes^ Then said 
the captain, Cheer up, ray lord, for all will be well in time.

There 
was also inserted at the bottom of this note, *' that his lordshi]^ 
had left the town of Mansoul in the hands of the lord secretary, , 
and under the conduct of Captain Credence; uying. Beware thiit - 
you yet yield yourselves unto tbeir goremanee, and in doe litopt ^^ 
you shall receive your reward. **♦__ - ."

So their preacher went and did his ertandj and received this 
answer from the mouth of his lord, Ths* Captain Credenca should 
be the great doer In all the king's army against the king's enemies^ 
and also for tlie welfare of Mansoul. So he bowed to the ground^ 
and thanked his lordship, and returned and told his news to the 
townsfolk. But all this was done with all imaginable secrecy, 
because the foes had yet gt*eat strength in the towui But to re* 
turn to our story again.

So all Ihe princes of the pit came to- 
gether, and old Incredulity at the head of them, with all the cap* 
tains of his army.

"Furthermore, my lords,(qu©th he) you very well know that it 
is not easy for a people to be filled with our things, and not to 
have some of our Diabolonians as retainers to their houses and 
services.

Yea these, 
for aught I know, may do it for us sooner than an army of twenty 
thousand men. Wherefore, to end as I began, my advice is, that 
•we quietly withdraw ourselves, not offering any further force or 
forcible attempt upon the castle, at least at this time, and let us 
set on foot our new project, and let us see if that will not make 
them destroy themselves.* 

This advice was highly applauded by them all, and was account- 
lMcifer*» adv' ^^ ^^^ ^^'^^ master- piece of hell, to wit, to choke 
l> abbl tied b ^^^^^^^ ^*^^* * fulness of this world, and to surfeit 
fjll her heart with the good things thereof. But see 

how things meet together. Just as this Diabolonian 
council wa« broken up Captain Ci^edence received a letter from 
Immanuel, the contents of which were these;- " That upon the 
third day he would meet him in the field, in the plains about 
Mansoul. " Meet me in the field ! quoth the Captain. What mean-

Immanuel ™®^^*"S "*** *" ^"'^ field. So he took the note in his 
hand, and carried it to my Lord Secretary, to ask his 
tlioughts thereupon (for my lord was a seer in all matters concerning 
the king, and also for the good and comfort of the town of Mansoul. 
So,he showed my lord' the note, and desired his optnion thereon: 
for my part, quoth Captain Credence, I know not the meaning 
thereof. So my lord read it, and after a little pause he said, 
"The Diabolonians have had against Mansoul a great consultation 
to-day; they have, I say, this day been contriving the utter ruin 

* How rarely do men grow rich and prosperous without entertaining those Di 
aboloiiiaiM, pKoAision, piwiigality, pride, Sec! These are Satan's Utsi suppoic- 
er», and more destructive to the soul than au army of external foes. 
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of the town; and the result of their counsel is, to set Mansoul into 
such a way, whichy if taken, will surely make her destroy herself. 
And to this end they are making ready for their own departure 
out of the town, intending to betake themselves to field again, and 
there to lie till lliey shall see whether this their jft'ojcct will take 
or no. But be thou ready with the men of thy Lord (for on the 
third day they will be in the plain] there to fall upon the Diabo- 
lonians; for the prince will by that time be in the fields yea, by 
tliat it is break of day, sun rising or before, and that with a mighty 
force against them. So he shall be before them, and thou shalt be 
behind them, and betwixt you both their army shall be destroyed.'' 

When Captain Credence heard this, away goes he to the rest of the 
captains, and tells tliem what a note he had a while since received 
from the hand of Immanuel. And, said he, that which was dark 
therein has my Lord Secretary expounded unto me. He told them 
moreover, what by himself and by them must be done to answer 
the mind of their Lord. Then were the captains glad, and Cap- 
tain Credence commanded, that all the king's trumpeters should 
The kine-^t trum- *®®*^"^ °° ^^® battlements of the castle, and 
b t ra om dJd ^^^^^ "^ *^® audience of Diabolus, and of the 
t u d from th ^^^^^ town of Mansoul, make the best music 
. •' that heart could invent. The trumpeters then 

did as they were coromancled: they got them- 
selves up to the top of tlie castle, and thus they began to sound. 
Then did Diabolus start, and said. What can be the meaning of 
this? they neither sound Boot-and-saddle, nor Horsc-and-away, 
nor a Charge. What do these madmen mean, that yet they should 
be so merry and glad? Then answered him one of themselves, 
and said. This is for joy that their prince Immanuel is coming to 
relieve the town of Mansoul; that to this end he isr at the head of 
an army, and that this relief is near.* 

The men of Mansoul also were gi'eatly concerned at this melo- 
dious charm of the trumpets; they said, yea, they answered one 
another, saying. This can be no harm to us; surely tliis can be no 
harm to us. Then said the Diabolonians, What had we best to do ? 
And it was answered. It was best to quit the town; and that, said 
one, ye may do in pursuance of your last counsel, and by so doing 
also be better able to give the enemy battle, should an army from 
-J . , ., without coQie upon us. So on the second day they 
jjwr 71118 -witn^ withdrew themselves from Mansoul, and abode 
ara-wajromtlw .^ the plains without; but they encamped them- 
rown, ana tpnv, ^^^^^^ before Eye-gate, in what terrene and terri-

mised! «< In O^ mount it shall be seen.*' And nothing can so encourage asm 
•nr spiritual warfare as tlie expectation of the Lord's power and presence. 
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ble loaiiner tliey could. The reason -vhj thej coold not abide in the 
town (besides the reasons that were debated in their late conclave,) 
■was, for that they were not possessed of the strong-hold, and be- 
caase, said they, we shall hare more convenience to fight, and also 
to fly, if need j)e, when we are encamped in the open plain. Be- 
sides the town would have been a pit for them, rather than a place 
of defence, had the prince come up and inclosed them fnst therein. 
Thei'efore they betook then^selves to the field, that they might 
also be out of the reach of the slings by which they were much an- 
noyed all the while they were in the town.

fire: for of a long time they had been at a distance; tliey therefore 
were for this the more earnest and desirous of the work. So, as 
I said, the hour being come. Captain Credence, with the rest t)f the 
-,, . men of war, drew out their forces before it was day 

nU^thefi^ld* ^^ the sally-port of the town. And being all ready, 
'^ ' Captain Credence went up to the head of the army, 
and gave to the rest of the captains tlie word, and they to the un- 
der oflicers and soldiers, which was, **The sword of the Prince 
Immanuel, and the shield of Captain Credence !" which is in the 
Mansoulian tongue, *'The word of God and Faith.'* Then the 
•aptains fell on, land began roundly to front and flank and rear Dia- 
Iralus'scamp.* 

Now they left Captain Experience in the town, because he was 
ill of his wounds which the Diabolonians had given him in the 
last fight. But when he perceived that the captains were at it« 
what does he but, calling for his crutches in haste, gets up and 
away he goes to tht battle, saying, Shall 1 lay here when my breth- 
ren are in the fight, and when Immanuel the 'prince will show 
himself in the, field to his servants.^ But when the enemy saw the 
man come with his crutches, they were daunted yet the more, for, 
thought they, what spirit has possessed these Mansoulians, that they 
fight us upon their crutches! Well, the captains, as I said, fell on, 
and bravely Jiandled their weapons, still crying out, and sTiouting 
as they laid on blows, *' The sword of the Prince Immanuel, and 
the shield of Captain Credence!" 

Now when Diabolus saw that the captains were come out, and

life-guard of Diabolus, and he kept them in play a good while, 
cutting and battering shrewdly. Now when Captain Credence 
saw my lord engaged, he stoutly on the other hand fell upon the 
same company also, so they pat them to great disorder. Now 
Captain Good-hope had engaged the Vocation-doubters, and they 
were sturdy men; but the captain was a valiant man: Captain Ex- 
perience also sent him sojne aid; for he made the Vocation-doubt- 
ers retreat* The rest of the armies were hotly engaged, and Uiat 
on every side, and the Diabolonians fought stoutly* Then my 
Lord Secretary commanded that the slings from the castle should 
be played, and his -men could throw stones at a hair's breadth. 
But after a while those that fled before the captains of the prince

You have hitherto, as hath become you, shown your- 
selves men of truth and courage against the Diabolonian forces, 
80 that for all their boast, they have not yet cause much to boast of . 
their gettings. Now take to yourselves your wonted courage, and 
show yourselves men, even this once only; for in a few minutes 
after the next engagement, this time, you shall see your prince

No sooner had the captain made this speech to tns soldiers, bnf 
• ., one Mr Speedy eame post to the captain from the 

"bb^ '"a * prince, to tell him that Immanuel was at hand. 
fj ' This news when the captain had received, he com- 
municated to the other field ofHeers, and they again 
to their soldiers and men of war. Wherefore, like men raised 
from the dead, so the captains and their men arose ^ made up to 
the enemy, and cried as before, ** The sword of the Prince Im« 
manuel, and the shield of Captain Credence!" 

The Diabolonians also bestirred themselves, and made resistance 
as well as they coald, but in this last engagement they lost their 
eouri^, and many of the Denbters fell down dead to the ground* 
Now wlien they had been in heat of battle about an hour or more^ 
Captain Credence lifted up his eyes, and beheld Immanucl-coming^ 
and he came with colours flying, trumpets sounding, and the feet 
of his men scarce touched the ground, they hasted with tliat celeri^ 
towards the captains that were engaged. Then Captain Credence 
wheeled his men to the townward, and gave to Diabolus the field. 
So Iramanuel came upon him on the one side, and the enemies' 
place was betwixt them both; then again they fell to it afresh, and 
a little while afterwards Imraanuel and Captain Credence met, still 
trampling down the slain as they came. 

But when the captains saw that their prince was come, and that 
hk fell upon the Diabolonians on the other side, and that (japtaia 
Credence and his Highness had got them up betwixt them, they 
shouted (they so shouted, that the ground rent again,] saying, 
** The sword of Immanuel, and the shield of Captain Credence!'* 
Now when Diabolus saw that he and his forces were so hard beset 
by the prince and his princely army, what does he, and the lords 
of the pit that were with him, but make their escape, and forsake 
n' h f dJ ' ^^®*'' ^^^^Y> and. leave them to fall by the hand of 

. ' , , . Immanuel, and of bis noble Captain Credence;* 

^so they fell all down slain before them, before 
^ ' the prince, and before his royal army; there was 

not left so much as one Doubter alive; they lay spread upon the 
jground like dead men, as one would spread dung upon the land. 

When the battle was over, all things came in order in the campi 
then the captains and elders of Mansoul came together to salute

My hope my joy begins;

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Iramanael, while without the corporation; so tliey Mluted him, 
and welcomed him, and that with a thoiuaad welcomes, for that he 
was come to the borders of Mansoul again. So he smiled apon 
Uiem, and said ** peace be unto you. ** Then they addressed them- 
selves.to go to the town; they went then to go up to Mansoul, they, 
die prince, with all the new forces that now be had brought with 
him to the war. 'Also all the gates of the town were set open for 
his reception, so glad were they of his blessed return. And this 
was the manner and order, of his going into Mansoul. 

First, as I said, all the gates of the town were set open, yea, the 
gates of the castle; the elders too of the town of Mansoul placed 
dnemselves at the gates of the town, ^o salute him at his entrance 
thither* and so they did, for as he drew near and approached to* 
Tmmanui'PM wards the gate, they said, "Lift up your heads,

Lift op your 
heads, O ye gates, even lift them up ye everlasting doors," &c. 

Secondly, It was ordered also by those of Mansoul, that all the 
way from the town-gates to those of the castle, his blessed 
Majesty should be entertained with the song, by them that had 
best skill in music in all the town of Maiisoul; then the elders, and 
the rest of the men of Mansoul answered one another as Immanuel 
entered the town, till he came to the castle-gates, with songs and 
sound of trumpets, saying, **They have seen thy goings, O God,' 
even the goings of my God, my King, in the sanctuary. So the 
singers went before, the players on instruments followed after, and 
among them were the dama«ls playing on timbrels." 

Thirdly, Then the captains (for i would speak a woi*d for them) 
in their order waited on the p^nce as he entered into the gates of 
Mansoul: Captain Credence went before, and Captain Good-hope 
with him; Captain Charity came behind, with other of his com- 
panions, and Captain Patience followed after all, and the rest of 
the captains, some on the right hand, and some on the left, ac- 
companied Immanuel into Mansoul. And all the while the colours 
were displayed, the trumpets sounded, and continual shoutings 
were among the soldiers. The prince himself rode into the town 
in his armour, which was all of beaten gold; and his chariot, the 
pillars of it were of silver, the bottom thereof of gold, tlie covering 
of it was of purple, the midst thereof being paved with love for the 
daughters of the town of MausouI. 

Fourthly, When the prince was come to the entrance of Man- 
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•onl, he found all the streets strewed with lilies and flowers, earn 
oasly decked with boughs and branches from the green trees, that 
stood round about the town. Every door also was fiUcd with per- 
sons who had adorned every one their fore-part against their house 
with something of variety and singular excellency to entertain him 
withal as he passed in the streets; they also themselves, as Im- 
manuel passed by, welcomed him with shouts and acclamations of 
joy, saying, " Blessed be the prince that cometh in the name of 
his father ShaddaL""* « 

Fifthly. At the castle-gates the elders of Mansoul, to wit, my 
Lord-mayor, Lord Will-be-will, the subordinate preachers, Mr 
Knowledge, and Mr Mind, with other of the- gentry of tlie place, 
saluted Immanuel again; they bowed before him, they kissed the 
dust of his feet, they thanked, they blessed and praised his high- 
ness for not taking advantage against them for their sins, but rather 
had pity upon them in their misery, and returned to them with 
mercies, and to build up their Mansoul for ever. Thus was he 
had up straightway to the castle; for that was the royal palace, and 
the place where his honour was to dwell; which waS ready prepar- 
ed for his highness by the presence of the Lord Secretary, and the 
work of Captain Credence. So he entered in. 

Sixthly, Then the people and commonalty of the tdwn of Man- 
soul came to him into the castle to mourn, weep, and lament for 
their wickedness, by which they had forced him out of the town. 
So they, when they were come, bowed themselves to the ground 
seven times, they also wept, they wept aluud, and asked forgive- 
ness of the prince, and prayed that he would again, as of old, con- 
firm his love to Mansoul. 

To which the great prince replied, *' Weep not, but go your

He also took these inhabitants, and kissed them, and laid them in 

bis bosom, t ^ 

Moreover, he gave to the elders of Mansoul, and to each town-of- 
ficer, a chain of gold and a signet. He also sent to their wives ear 

* How pladly is Jesus received! how delightful and M/elcmne is his prince to 
the soul that has lung been vexed with an army of doubts. O let christians be>- 
' ware of sin and unbelief, which caused liim to withdraw, and the doubts to en- 
ter. .Well may the soul be humbled to the dust, in the recollection of its back- 
sliding. 

t "The joy of the Lord is our strength;" when this is possessed there will bi 
Alible diligence iii searching out and destroying our sins. 
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rings and jewels, and bracelets^ and other things. He also be- 
stowed upon the true-bom children of Mansoul many precious 
thi ngs. 

When Immanuel the prince had done all these things for the 
famous town of Mansoul, than he said unto them, ** First, wash 
your garments, Uien put on your ornaments, and then come to me 
into the castle of Mansoul," Eecles. ix. 8. So they went to the 
fountain that wus set open for Judah and Jerusalem to wash hi 
and there they washed, and there they made their garments white, 
and came again to the prince into the castle, and thus they stood 
before him, Zech, xiii. 1. Rev. Tii. 14, 15. 

And now there was music and dancing throughout the whole 
town of Mansoul: and that because their prince had again granted 
to them his presence, and light of his countenance; the bells also 
rung, and the sun shone comfortably upon them for a great while 
together. 

The town of Mansoul also now more thoroughly sought the 
destruction and ruin of all remaining Diabolonians, that abode in 
the walls, ana the dens (that they had in the town of Mansoul), 
for there wasof thepi that had to this day escaped with life and 
limb from the hand of their suppressors in the famous town of 
Mansoul. 

But my Lord Will-be-will was a greater terror to them now 
than ever he had been before, forasmuch as his heail was yet 
more fully bent to seek, contrive, and pursue them to the death; 
he pursued them night and day, and put them now to sore distress, 
as will afterwards appear^^^ 

After things were thus far put into order in the famous town of 

f^j^ Mansoul, care was taken, and order given by the

Mansoul. This also was a reason of this order, to wit, that as 
much as in Mansoul lay, they might cut off the name and being 
and remembrance of those enemies from the thought of the famous 
town of Mansoul and its inhabitants. 

So order was f ven out by the lord-mayor, that wise and trusty 
friend of the town of Mansoul, that persons should be employed 
about this necessary business; and Mr Godly-fear, and one Mr 
Upright were to be overseers about this matter; so persons were 
put under them to work in the fields, and to bury the slain that

a skull or a bone, or a piece A a bone of a Doubter, was jet to be 
found above-ground any where near the corporation; and if any were 
found, it was ortlered that the searchers that searched should set up 
a mark tliereby and a sign, that those that were appointed to burj 
them might find it, and bury it out of sight, that the name and remem- 
brance of a Di abolonian Doubter might be blotted oat from unde^ 
heaven. And that tlte cliildren and thej that were to be born in 
Mansoul might notknow (if possible) what a skull, what a bone, 
or a piece of a bone of a Doubter was. So the buriers, and ttibse 
that were appointed for that purpose, did as they were command- 
ed; they buried the Doubters, and all skulls and bones, and pieces 
of bones of Doubters, wherever they found them, and so they 
cleansed the plains. Now also Mr God*8-peace took up .us com- 
mission, and acted again as in former days. 

Thus they buried in the plains about Mansoul, the Election- 
Doubters, the Vocation-Doubters, the Grace-Doubters, the Perse- "^ 
verance-Doubters, the Resurrection-Doubters, the Salvation- 
Doubters, and the C lory-Doubters, whose captains were. Captain 
Rage, Captain Cruel, Captain Damnation, Captain Insatiable, 
Captain Brimstone, Captain Torment, Captain No-Ease, Captain 
Sepulchre, and Captain Past-hope: and old Incredulity was under 
Diabolus their general; there were alto the seven heads of their 
army, and they were the Lord Beelzebub, the Lord Lucifer, the 
Lord Legion, the Lord Apollyon, the Lord Python, the Lord 
Cerberus, and the Lord Belial. But the princes and the captains, 
with old Incredulity their general, all made their escape; so theii" 
men fell down upon the slain by the power of the prince's forces, 
and by the hands of the men of the town of Mansoul. They also 
were buried, as is before related, to the exceeding great joy of 'the 
town of Mansoul: they that buried them, buried also with them 
their arras, which were cruel instruments of death (their weapons 
were arrows, darts, mauls, firebrands, and the like ;) they buried 
also their armour, colours, and banners, with the standard of Dia- 
bolus, and what else soever they could find that did but smell of 
a Diabolonian Doubter.* 

♦ Thus was the victovy completed. All doubte of God'a grace and love were 
utterly destroyed; and pains were taken that, if possible, the succeeding gen«> 
ration miehc never be plagued with the name of a Doubter. The design of all 
this is to show thatdoubtand distress of the love of Christ, contrary to the declara- 
tions of his word, should be utterly suppressed, as being infinitely dishonourable 
to uur faithfiui covenant wKh Godi, and unspeakably pernicious to our own souls.

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CHAPTER XVII. 

A new army of Bloodmen, or Persecutors, attack the town, but are surrounded 
by the Mansoulians, headed by Faith and Patience. The examination of some 
of die kaders. Evil-questioning entertains some of the Doubters, but is dis- 
covered by Diligence. The principal Doubters tried, convic.ed and executed. 

NOW when the tyrant was arrived at Hellgate-hill, with his 
old friend Incredulity, they immediately descended the den, and 
having there with their followers for a while condoled their mis- 
fortune, and the great loss they sustained before the town of Man« 
soul, they fell at length into a passion, and revenged they would 
be^for the loss that they sustained before the town of Mansoul) 
Th tvrant • »- '^^^^^refore they presently call a council to contrive yet 

/ /* hn *^' further wliat was to be done against the famous town 
V t a b ut 'th °^ Manso^; fov their yawning paunches could not 
\^ J wait to see the result of their Lord Lucifer's and 

their Lord Apollyon's counsel that they had given 
before, their raging gorge thought every day even as long as a 
short for-ever, until they were filled with the body and soul, with 
the flesh and bones, and with all the delicacies of Mansoul. They 
therefore resolved to make another attempt upon the town of Man« 
soul, and that by an army mixed, and made up partly of Doubters and 
partly of Blood-men, A more particular account now take of both.* 

The Doubters are such as have their name from their na- 
ture, as well as from the lord and kingdom where jthey were 
born; their nature is to put a question upon every one of the truths 
of Immanuel, and their country is the Land of Doubting, add that 
T» • ^' /•-.! \2iiiA lieth off, and furthest remote to the 
Deacripuon of the ^^^^^^ },^t^^^^ the Land of Darkness, and 
J.ana oj Uoubttng. ^y^^^^^y^^^ the Valley of the Shadow of Death. 
For though tlie Land of Darkness, and that called the Land of the ' 
Shadow of Death, be sometimes called as if they were one and the 
self-same place; yet indeed they are two, lying but a little way 
asunder, and the Land of Doubting points in, and lieth between 
them.

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upon the town of Mansoul; their -land lieth ^ under the Dog-fttar, 
and by that they are governed as to their intellectuaU. The name 
of their countiy is the province of Loath-good, the remote parts of 
it are far distant from the Land of Doubting, yet they do both butt 
and bound upon the hill called Hellgate-hilK The»e people are 
always in league with the Doubters, for they jointly make question 
of the faith and fidelity of the men of the town of Mansoul, and so 
are both alike qualified for the service of their prince. 

Now of these two countries did Diabolus by the beating of his 
drum raise another army against the town of Mansoul, of five-and- 
twenty thousand strong. There wei*e ten thousand Doubters, and 
fifteen thousand Blood-men, and they were put under several cap- 
tains for the war, and old incredulity was again made general of 
the array. 

As for the Doubters, their captains were five of the seven that 
were heads of the last Diabolonian array, and these are their names: 
Captain Beelzebub, Captain Lucifer, Captain Apollyon, Captain 
Legion, and Captain Cerberus, and the captains that they bad be- 
fore were some of them made lieutenants and some ensigns of the 
army. 

But Diabolus did not count that in this expedition of his, these 
Doubters would prove his principal men, for their manhood had 
been tried before; also the Mansoulians bad put them to the worst, 
only he brought th^m to multiply a number, and to help, if need 
was, at a pinch; but his trust he put in bis Blood-men, for they 
were all rugged villains, and he knew that they had done feats 
' heretofore. 

As for the Blood-men, they also were under command, and the

3. Captain Ishmael was captwn over two bands, to wit, over the 
Mocking and Scorning Blood-men; his standard bearer bore the 
red colours, and bis scutcheon was one mocking at Abraham's Isaac, 
Gen. xxi. 9. 10. 

4. Captain Esau was captain over two bands, to wit, the Blood-men 
•hat grudged that another should have the blessing; also over the 
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Blood-meo that are for executing their private rerenge upon others: 
his standard-bearer bore the red colours, and his scutcheon was 
one privately lurking to murder Jacob, xxvii. 42, 43, 44, 45. 

5. Captain Saul was captain over two bands,' to wit, the Ground- 
lessly Jealou3 and the Devilishly Furious Blood-men; his standard- 
bearer bore the red colours, and his scutcheon was three bloody 
darts cast at harmless David, 1 Sam. xviii. 11. 

6. Captain Absalom was captain over two bands, to wit, over 
the Blood-men that will kill a father or a friend, for the glory of 
this worid: also over those Blood-men that hold one fair in hand 
with words, till they shall have pierced him with their swords; his 
standard-bearer bore the red colours, and his scutcheon was the 
son pursuing the father ^s blood, 2 Sam. xv. 13, 14. xvii. 16. 

7. Captain Judas was over two bands, to wit, the biood-men that 
will sell a man's life for money, and those also that will betray their 
friend with a kiss; his standard-bearer bore the, red colours, and 
his scutcheon was thirty pieces of silver, and the halter, Matt. xxvi. 
14, 15, 16. 

8. Captain Pope was captain over one band, for all these spirits 
are joined in one under him; his standard-bearer bore the red co- 
lours, and his scutcheon was the stake, the flame, and the good man 
in it. Rev. xiii. 7, 8. Dan. xi. 33.* 

Now the reason why Diabolus so soon rallied another force after 
he had been beaten out of the field, was, for that he put mighty 
confidence in this army of Blood-men, for he put a great deal oi 
more trust in them than he did before in his army of Doubters, 
though they had also often done great service for him in the 
strengthening of him in his kingdom. But those Blood- men he 
had often proved, and their swords seldom returned empty. Be- 
sides, he knew that these, like mastiffs, would fasten upon any; upon 
father, tnother, brother, sister, prince, or g^overnor, yea, upon the 
prince of princes. And that which encouraged him the more was, 
for that they once forced Immanuel out of the kingdom of Universe; 
and why, thought he, may they not drive him from the town of 
Mansoul ?t 

So this army of five-and-twenty thousand strong, was by their gene-

Incredulity is deservedly put at the head «f this army.

defence against these new Diaholonians that came up against the 
town. 

So Diabolus brought up his army, and beleaguered the town of 
Mansoul; the Doubters were placed about Feel-gate, and the 
Blood- men set down before Eye-gate and Ear-gate. 

Now when this army had thus encamped themselves. Incre- 
dulity, in the name of Diabolus, inhi8t)wn name, and in the name 
^, of the Blood-men and the rest that were with

For you must know, that as for the Blood-men, they were not so 
much thiat Mansoul should be surrendered, as that Mansoul should 
be destroyed, and cut off out of the land of the living. True, they 
sent to them to surrender; but should they so do, that would not 
quench the thirsts of these men: they must have bloody the blood 
of Mansoul, else they die; and it is from hence that they have their 
name. Wherefore ^ese Blood-men he reserved while now, that 
they might, when all his engines proved ineffectual, as his last and 
sure card, be played against the town of Mansoul, Psalm xxix. 10. 
Isa. Ifx. 7. Isa. xxii. 17.* 

Now when the townsmen had received this red-hot summons. 
It begat in them at present some changing and interchanging 
thoughts; but they jointly agreed, in less than half an hour, to 
carry the summons to the prince, which they did when they had 
writ at the bottom of it, Lord, save Mansoul from bloody men. 
Psalm lix. 2. 

So he took it, and looked upon it, and considered it, and took 
notice also of that short petition that the men of Mansoul had 
written at the bottom of it, and called to him the noble Captain 
Credence, and bid him go and take Captain Patience with him, 
and go acd take care of that side of Mansoul that was beleaguered 
by the Blood-men, Heb. vi. 12. ver. 15. So they went and did as 
they were commanded! then Cfiptain Credence went and took Cap-

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tain Patience, and they both secured that side of Mansoul that was 
besieged by the Blood-men.* 

Then he commanded that Captain Good-hope and Captain 
Immanuel eives C*»*"V» »"<* ^y ^''^^ Will-be-will should take 
rllrectiom for ^^^^S^ ^^ ^^^ other side of the town < and I, said 
ihe aecuvitv of ^^® pPi"oe, will set my standard upon the battle- 
ihe town ments of your castle, and do you three watch 

against the Poubters. This done, he a^ain com- 
manded that the brave Captain Experience should draw, up his men 
in the market-place, and that there also he should exereise them 
day by day before the people of the town of MansouL Now the 
siege was long, and many a fierce attempt did the enemy, especially 
those called Blood-men, make upon the town of- Mansoul, and 
many a shrewd brush did some of the townsmen meet with from 
them; especially Captain Self-denial; who, I should have told you 
before, was commanded to take the care of Ear-gate and Eye -gate 
now against the Blood-men. This Captain Self-denial was a young 
man, but stout, and a townsman in Mansoul, as Captain Experience 
also was; and Immanuel, at his second return to Mansoul, made 
him a captain over a thousand of the Mansoulians, for the good of 
the corporati on. This captain, therefore, being a hardy man, a man 
of great courage, and willing to venture himself for the good of the 
town of Mansoul, would now and then sally out upon the Blood- 
men, and give them many notable alarms, and had several skir- 
mishes with them, and also did some execution upon them; yet 
you must think that this could not easily be done, but he must 
meet with brushes himself, for he carried several of their marks 
in his face; yea, and some in other parts of his bod>-.t 

So ailer some time spent for the trral of the faith, hope, and love 
Immanuel b <?- ^^ ^^^ town of Mansoul, the Prince Immanuel 
tares to tr^e the ^^^^ * ***y ^^^^^ **** captains and men of war to- 
enemu bftile either, and divides them into two companies; this

Those of you that go out against the Doubters, kill and slay, and 
cause to perish so many of them ashy any means you can lay hands 
on; but for you that go out against the Blood-men, slay them not, 
but take them alive. "| 

* It was through faith and patience that the ancient believers inherited the 
|ironiiscs. These graces thei'efore are judiciously otiposed to the persecutor*, 
and nothing less will sustain the soul in the time of trial. 

t A time of persecution loudly calls for the exercise of «elf>denial. When thu 
iirevuils the terrors of persecution are diminished. 

X Chri«tiaiiiiy forbids us to kill our persecutors; ou the contrary we are to rs> 
turn good for evil. 
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Accordingly at tbe time appointed, betimes m the morning, t\o. 
captains went oat as they were commanded against the enemies: 
Captain Good-hope, Captain Charity, arid those that were joined 
with tliem, as Captaii^lnnocent, and Captain Experience, went out 
against the Doubters; and Cai>tain Credence, and Captain Patience 
with Captain Self-denial, and the rest that were to join with them, 
went out against the Blood-men. 

Now those that went out against the Doubters, drew up in a 
body before the plain, and marched on to bid them battle: but the 
Doubters, remembering their last success, made a retreat, not 
daring to stand the shock, but-fled from the prince's men; where- ^ 
fore they pursued .thero, and in thcir'pursuit slew many, but they 
could not catch them all. Now those that escaped went some of 
them home; and the rest, by fives, nines, and seventeens, like 
wanderers, went straggling up and down the country, where they 
showed and exercised many of their Diabolonian actions upon the 
barbarous people; nor did these people rise up in arms against them, 
but suffered themselves to be enslaved by them. They would also 
after tJiis show themselves in companies before the town of Man- 
soul, but never to abide it; for if Captain Credence, Captain Good- 
hope, or Captain Experience did but show themselves, they fled. 

Those that were af^inst the Blood-men, did as they were com- 
manded, they forbore to slay any, but sought to compass them 
about. But the Blood-men, when they saw that no Iramanuel was 
in the field, concluded also that no Immanuel was in Mansool, 
wherefore they looking upon what the captains did, to be, as they 
called it, a fruit of the extravagancy of their wild and foolish fancies, 
^ n f. rather despised than feared them; but the captains

themselves matched and equalled,) so, I say, the captains took them, 
and brought them to the prince.

For the first of these, to wit, they that came outof Blindmanshire^ 
when they saw where they were, and against whom they had fought, 
trembled, and cried as they stood before hliji; and as many of those 
as asked him mercy, he touched their lips with his golden sceptre. 
They that came out of Blindzealshire did not as their fellows, 
for they pleaded that they had a right to do what they 'did, because 
Mansoul was a town whose laws and customs were direrse from all • 
that dwelt thereabouts; very few of these could be brought to see 
their evil, but those that did, and asked mercy, they also obtained 
favour. , 

Now they that came out of the town of Malice, that is in the 
county of Envy, th&y neither wept nor disputed, but stood gnawing 
of their tongues before him for anguish and madness, because they 
could not have their will upon Mansoul. Now those last, wit|^ all 
those of the other two sorts that unfeignedly asked pardon for their 
faults; those he made to enter ihto sufficient bond to answer fot^ 
what they had done against Mansoul, and against her king, at the 
great and general assizes to be holden for our lord the king, where he 
himself should appoint for the country and kingdom of Universe. 
, So they came bound, each man for himself, to come in whencalled up-» 
on, to answei" before our lor^the king foi* what they had done before. t 

And thus mUch concerning this second army that was sent by Di* 
abolus to overthrow Mansoul. 

But there were three of those that came from the land of Doubting,

should these Doubters go, but to the house of an old Diabolonian 
in Mansoul, whoSw. name was Evil-questioning: a Very great enemy 
he Was to Mansoul, and a very great doer among th^ Diaooluuians 
there. Well, to this Evil-questioning's house, as was said, did 
these Diabolonians come (you may be sure that ttiey had their direc- 
tions how to. find theii" way thither,) so he made them welcome,

And 
and old Ruil- ^**®^ answered. There were but ten tliousand Doubt«

* ^^' thousand Biood-men: these blood-men, quoth they, 

border upon our country^ but, poor men, we hear, they, were 
every one ta^en by Immanuel's forces. Ten thousand! quoth the 
old gentleman, V\\ promise you, that's a round company. But how 
came it to pass, since you were so mighty a number, that you faint« 
ed, and durst not fight your foes? Our general, said they, was the 
first man that ran for it Pray^ quoth tlieir landlord, who was 
that your cowardly general? He was once the lord-mayor of Man-* 
soul said they. But pray call him not a cowardly general, for wheth- 
er any from the east to the west has done more service for our prince 
Diabolus than has my Lord Incredulity, will be a hard question for 
you to answer. But had they catched him, they would for certain 
have hanged him, and we promise you hanging is but a bad business.* 
Then said the old gentleman, I would that all the ten thousand 
Doubters were now well armed in Mansoul, and myself at the head 
of them, I would sec what I could do* Ah, sa'd they, that would 
he well, if we could see that: but wishes, alas! what are they? And 
these words were spoken aloud. Well, said old Evil-questionings 
take heed that ye talk not too loud, you must be quiet and close^ 
and must take care of yourselves while you are here, or I will assure 
you, you will be snapped. 
Why ? quoth the Doubters. 

Wliy? quoth the old gentleman: why, because both the prince 
and lord secretary, and their captains and soldiers, are all at pre- 
sent in town; yea, the town is as full of them as it can hold. And

And if he lighteth upon you« dd^n you go, though your heads be 
made of gold. 

And now, to see how it happened, one of the Lord Will-be- 
^. wilPs faithful soldiers, whose name was Mr Diligence^ 

- % ^ ^f stood all tlie while listening under old Evil-question'^ 
overneara. i^gig^aves, and heard all the talk that had been be* 
twixt him and the Doubters that he entertained under his roof^ 
This soldier was a man that my lord had much confidence in, 
and that he loted dearly, and that both because he was a man ot 
courage, and also a man that was unwearied in seeking after Dia->> 
bolonians to apprehend them. 

KoV this man, as I told you, heard all the talk that was be«- 
tween old Evil-questioning and these Diabolonians; wherefore 
what does he, but goes to hia Lord, and tells him what he had 
he^trd. And sayest thou so, my trusty? quoth my lord. Ay, 
quoth Diligenee, that I do, and if your lordship will be pleased to 
go with me, you shall find it as I have said. And are they there' 
quoth my lord. I know Eyil-questioning well, for he and I were 
great at the^ time of our apostacy} I know not where he dwells. 
But I do, said this man, and if your lordship will go, I will lead 
you the way to his den. Go! quoth my lord, that I will. Come, 
my Diligence, let us go find them out. So my lord and his man 
went together the direct way to his house. Now his man went 
before, to show him the way, and they went till they came even 
under old Mr Evil-questioning^s wail. Then said. Diligence, 
Hark (my lord) do you know the old getitleman's tongue when you 
hear it? Yes; said my lord, I know it well, but I have not seen him- 
many a day. This I know; he is cunning. I wish he may not give 
us the slip. Let me alone for that, said his servant Diligence. 
But how shall we find the door? quoth my lord. Let me alone 
for that too, said his man. So he had my Lord Will-be-will 
about, and showed him the way to the door. Then my lord, with" 
out more ado, broke open the door, rushed into the house, and 
caught them all five together, eren as Diligence his man had told 
rp, .. him. So( my lord apprehended them, and led

not only because there were Doubters apprehended, but because 
that old Evil-questioning was taken; for he had been a Terj great 
trouble .to Mansoul, and much affliction to my lord-mayor himself. 
He had also been sought for often, bift no hand could erer be laid up- 
on him till now. 

IVell, the next thing was, to make preparations to try these five 
that by my lord had been apprehended, and that were in the hands 
of Mr Trueman, the gaoler. So the day was set, and the court 
^. . , . called and came together, and the prisoners 

totriar "^ brought to the bar. My lord Will-be-will h«d 
power to have slain them when at first be took 
them, and that without any more ado, but he thought it at this time 
more for the honour of the prince, the comfort of Mansoul, and the 
discouragement of the enemy, to bring them forth to public judg- 
ment But I say, Mr Trueman brought them in chains to the 
bar, to the town-hall, for that was the place of judgment. So, to 
be short, the jury was pannelled, the witnesses sworn, and the 
prisoners tried for their lives^the jury was the same that tried Mr 
No»truth, Pitiless, Haughty, and the rest of their companions. 

And first, old Evil-questioning himself was set to the bar; for he 
was the receiver, the^ entertainer, and comforter of these Doubters, 
that by nation were outlandish men; then be was bid to hearken to his 
charge, and was tol^that he' had liberty to object, if he had aught 
to say for himself. So his indictment was read, the manner and 
form here follows: "Mr Questioning, Thou art here indicted by 
the name of Evil-questioning, an intruder upon the town of Man- 
soul, for that thou art. a Diabolonian by nature, and also a hater of 
the prince Immanuel, and one that has studied the ruin of Man- 
soul. Thou art also here indicted, for entertaining the king's 
enemies, after wholesome laws made to the contrary: For, 1. Tnou 
hast questioned the truth of her dcrtrine and state. 8. In wishing 
that ten tliousand Doubters were in her. In receiving, entertaining, 
)nd encouraging of her enemies, tliat came from their army unto thee. 
What sayesf thcu to this indictment ? art thou guilty, or not guilty ?^'

So ali the enemies of truth shelter thenurelves under the pretence of t'rce-iiv

Then spake my Lord Will-be-wili, for he was one of the wit- 
/ / W'll 1 "®*s^*' ** My Lord, and you the honourable hench 

•11 'u' ' and magistrates of the town of MansonI, vou alt 
, have heard with your ears, that the prisoner at tlje 

'^ ' bar has denied his name, and so thinks to shift from 

the charge of the indictment. But I know him to be the man 
eoncerned; and that his proper nkme is Evil^questioning. I have 
known him, my Lord, above theseihirty years, for he and I (a shame 
it is for me to speak i^) were great acquaintance, when Diabohis, 
that tyrant, had the government of Mansoul; and I testify, that he 
is a Diabolonian by nature, an enemy to our prince, and an hater 
of the blessed town of Mansoul. He has, in times of rebellion, 
been at, and lain in my house, my lord, not so little as twenty 
nights together, and we used to talk then (for the substance of talk) 
as he and his Doubters have talked of late. True, I have not .seen 
him many a-day; i suppose that the coming of Imraanuel to Man* 
soul has road^ him ctiange his lodgings, as this indictment has 
driven him to change his name; but this is the man, my lord." 

Then said the court unto him, Hast thou any more to say? 

Yes, quoth the old gentlemen, that I have; for &11 that has yet 
been said against me is but by the mouth of one witness; and it is 
not lawful for the famous town of Mansoul, at the mouth of one 
witness, to p^it any man to death. 

Then stood forth Mr Diligence, and said, ** My lord, as I was

outlandish men in the house (but I understood their speech, for I 
have been a traveller myself;) now, hearing such language in such 
ft tottering cottage this old gentleman dwelt in, I clapped mine ear 
to a hole in the window, and there heard them talk as followeth.

Further, this old Evil-questioning wished, 
and 1 heard him wish, Would all the ten thousand Doubters were 
now Id Mansoul, and himself at the head of them! He bid them 
also take heed ahd lie quiet; for if thej were taken they must die, 
although thej had heads of gold." 

Then said the court, Mr Evil-questioning, here is now another 
witness against you, and his testim.ony is full: 1. He swears that you 
received these men into your house, and that you nourished them 
there, though you knew that they were Diabolonians, and the king's 
enemies. 2. He swears that you wished ten thousand of them' in 
Mansoul. 3. He swears that you gave them advice to be quiet and 
close, lest they were taken by the king's servants. All which mani- 
featedi that thou art a Diabolonian; but hadst thou been a friend 
to the king, thou would st have apprehended them. 

Then said Evil-questioning, to the first of these I answer. The 
P 'r ^^ • men that came into naine house were strangers, 

. J . i. ^ and I took them in; and is it now become a crime 
^ ^ 'in Mansoul for a man to entertain strangers? That 
I also nourished them is true; and why should my charity be bla- 
med? As for the reason why I wished ten thousand of them in 
Mansoul, I never told it to the witnesses, nor to themselves. I 
might wish them to be taken, and so my wish might mean well to 
Mansoul, for aught that ftny yet knows. I also bid them take heed 
that they fell not into the captain's hands, but that might be because 
I am unwilling that any roan should be slain, and not because i 
would have the king's enemies, as such, escape.* , 

My lord-mayor then replied, that though it was a virtue to en- 
tertain strangers, yet it was treason to entertain the king's enemies. 
And for what else thou h&st said, thou dost by words but labour 
to evade, and defer the execution of judgment. But could there 
be no more proved against thee but that thou art a Diabolonian, 
thou must for that die the death of the law; but to be a receiver, a 
nourisher, a eountenaneer, and a harbourer of others of them, yea 
of outlandish Diabolonians; yea, of them that come from far, on 
purpose to cut off and destroy our Mansoul; this must not be liorue. 

Then said Evil-questioning, I see how the game will go. I must 
die for my name, and for my charity. And so held his peace. 

Then they called the outlandish Doubters to the bar, and the first

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with being an enemy to Tmmanuel the prince, a hater of the towQ 
of Mansoul, and an opposer of her most wholesome doctrine. 

Then the judge asked him if he would plead; hut he said only 
this, *'That he confessed that he was an Election-Donbter, and that 
was the religion that he had ever been brought up in. And said 
moreover, If I must die for my religion, I trow I shall die a mar- 
tyr, »nd so I care the less." 

Then the judge replied, To question election is to overthrow a 
great doctrine of the gospel; to wit, the omniscience, and power, 
anH will of God, to take away the liberty of God with his creature, 
to stumble the faith of the town of Mani^oul, and to make salvation 
to depend upon works, and not upon grace. It also belied the 
word, and disquieted the minds of th^e men of Mansoul, therefore 
by the best nf laws he must die.* 

Then was the Vocation-doubter called, and set to the bar; and 
V ti tl ht ^"s indictment for substance was the same with the 
. . , ' other, only he was particularly charged with de- 
nying the calling of Mansoul. 

The judge asked him also what he had to say for himself? 

So he replied, " That he never believed that there was any such 
thing as a distiact and powerful call of God to Mansoul, otherwise 
than by the general voice of the word, nor by thnt neither, otfaer- 
wise than as it exhorted them to forbear evil, and to do that which 
is good, and in so doing a promise of hayipiness is annexed.'* 

Then said the judge. Thou art a Diabolonian, and hast denied a 
great part of one of the most experimental truths of the prince of 
the town of Mansoul; for he has called, and she has heard a most 
distinct and powerful call of her Immanucl, by which she has been 
quickened, awakened, aad possessed with heavenly grace to desire 
totiave communion with her prince, to serve him, and to do his will, 
and to look for her happiness merely of his good pleasure. And 
for thine abhon*ence of this good doctrine thou must die the death, t 

Then the Grace-Doubter was called, and his indictment was read, 
r n ht * *n<i iie replied thereto, That though he was of the 

lantTof Doubting, his father was the offspring of a 
Pharisee, and lived in good fashion among his neighbours, ffhdthat 
he tauglit them to believe (and I believe I do and will) that Man- 
soul shall never be saved freely by grace. 

Then said the judge. Why, the Jaw of the prince ia plain, nega- 
tively, "not of works:" 2. Positively, **By grace you are saved," 
Honi. iii. Eph. ii. And thy religion settleth in and upon the works 

• Those who deny election deny (though perhaps unwittingly) the omniscicnoe 
and sovereignty of God, and utiavoidably asiiert, (sometimes without perceiving 
it) ihat salvation is not of grace, but of works. 

t The enemies of effectuai calling by the influence of the Holy Spirit are

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of the flesh; for the works of the lav are the* works of the flesh. 
Besides, in sayings, '' Thou hast done," thoo hast robbed God of his 
glory, and given it to a sinful man; thou hast robbed Christ of the 
Deeessitj of his undertaking, and the sufficieney thereof, and' hast 
gWen both those to the work of the flesh. Thou hast despised the 
work of the Holy Ghost, sk^d hast magnified the will of the flesh, 
and of the legal mind. Thou art a Diabolonian, the son of a Dia- 
bolonbin; and for thy Diabolonian principles thou must die.* 

The court then having proceeded thus far with them, sent out 

^, . the jury, who forthwith brought them in guiltjf of 

f . ... death. Then stood up the recorder, and addresa- 

/ / .^' cd himself to the prisoners: You, the prisoners at 

. . the barj" you have been here indicted, and proved 

guilty of high crimes against Immanuel our prince, 

«nd against the welfare of the famous town of Mansoul: crimes for 

which you must be put to death; and die ye accordingly. 

So they were sentenced to the death of the cross: the place assign- 
ed them for execution was that where Diabol as drew up his last army 
against Mansoul; save only that old Evil-questioning was hanged 
at the top of Bad-street, over against his own door.f 



CHAPTER XVIII. 

More Diabolonians tried and condf-mned. The work concludf^ with an admi- 
rable 8|>efch uf Immanuel to the inhabitants, in which he recites his gracious 
acts, and informs them that he intenuii to rebuild the town in a more glorious 
manner, reeommendiiig', in the mean time, a suitable conduct. 

WHEN the town of Mansoul had thus far rid themselves of 
their enemies, and of the troublers of their peace, \y\ the next 
place a strict commandment was given out, that yet my Lord Will- 
be-will should, with Diligence his man, search for, and do his 
best to apprehend what town Diabolonians were yet left alive in 
J. . . Mansoul. Tne names of several of them were,

It was also commanded that he should' 
rest oj tne JJia- ^^^^^y^^j^^ ^^^ Evil-questioning's children that he 
left behin'd him, that they should demolish his 
house there; Mr Doubt was his eldest son; the next to him was 
Legal-life, Unbelief, Wrong-thoughts-of-Christ, Clip-promise,

arg:ue8, Gall. ii. 21. " If righteousness come by tlie law, then Christ is dead in 
vain," and thus the grace of God iaentii-ely frustrated. 

t The autlior does nut mean that persons maintaiifW)^ these opinions ought 
to be put to death; he designs oj*ly the di*ath or destruction of those pernicious 
en^ors, which, even as the lusu of the flesh, must be mortified. 
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Carnal-sense, Liie^bj-feel, SeIf*Iove. All these he liad by one 
wife, and her name was No-hope, she was the kinswoman of old 
Incredulity, for he was her nnele, and" when her father, old Dark 
was dead, he took her and brought her up, and when she was 
marriageable, he gave her to this old Evil-questioning to wife.* 

Now the Lord Will-be- will put intt» execution his commission, 
with Great Diligence his man. He took Fooling in the streets, 
and hanged him up in Want-w4t-alley, OTer against his own house. 
This Fooling was he that would have had -the town of Mansoul 
^ deliver up Captain Credence into the hands of Diabolos, provided 
that then he would have withdrawn his force out of the town: he 
also took Mr Let- good- slip one day as he was busy in the market, 
and executed him according to law. Now there was an honest 
poor man in Mansoul, and his name was Mr Meditation, one of 
no great account in the days of apostacy; but now of repute with 
the best of the tovo. This man therefore we were willing to prefer. 
Now Mr Let-good- slip had a great deal of wealth heretofore in 
Mansoul, and at Immanuel's coming it was sequestered to the 
use of the prince^ this therefore was now given to Mr Meditation 
to improve for the common good, and after him to liis son Mr 
Think- well; this Think- well he had by Mrs Piety his wife, and 
she was the daughter of Mr Recorder, t 

After this my lord apprehended Clip-promise; now because 
riih ti ^^ ^^' ^ notorious villain (for by his doings 

.F I I J roueh of the king's eoin was abused,) therefore 
/.^ «i^ e , i^g ^^^ made a public example. He was arraigned, 
irtea^anacon- ^^^ adjudged to be first set in the pillory, and 
*^^ ^ • then to be whipped by all the children and ser- 

vants in Mansoul, then to be hanged till he was dead. Some may 
wonder at the severity of this man^s punishments, but they that are 
honest traders in Mansoul, are sensible of the great abuse that 
one clipper of promises in little time may do to the town of Mansoul. 
And truly my judgment is, that all those of his name and life should 
. be served even as hc.^ 

He also apprehended Carnal-sense, and put him in hold ; but 
^ . how it came about I cannot tell, but he broke prison, 

i^amai^^ense, ^^^ ^^^^ ,. .^ escape. Yea, and the bold villain will 
not yet quit t!ie town, but lurks in the Diabolonian dens a-days,

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•nd haontt like a g^host honest men's houses a-ni^ts. Wherefore 
there was a proclamation set tfp in the mai*ket-plaee in Mansotil, 
signify inpf, that whosoever could discover Carnal- sense, and ap- 
prehend him and slay him, should'be admitted daily to the prince's 
table, and should be made keeper of the treasure of JVIansoul. 
Many therefore bent themselves to do this thing^: but take him and 
tlSy him they could not, though he was often discovered. But my 
Lord took Mr Wrong-thoughts-of-Christ, and put him in prison, 
and he died of a lingering consumption.* 

Self-love was also taken and committed to custody, bat there 
V //* ; f i> vci*6 many that were allied to him in Mansoul, 
t^o uatod *® ***■ judgment was deferred ; but at last Mr 

CU3 *^ y Self-denial stood »p and said. If such villains as 
h JIf ^ If ^bc"^ i°^y ^® winked at in Mansoul, I will lay 
gK ' 1 *'' down my commission. He also took him from 
* the crowd, and hud him among ^is soldiers, and 
there he was brained. But some in Mansoul muttered at it, though' 
none durst speak plainly, because Inimanuel was in the town. 
But this brave act of Captain Self-denial came to the prince's ears, 
so he sent for him and made him a lord in Mansoul. My Lord 
Will-be-will also obtained great commendations of Immanuel for 
what he had done for the town of Mansoul. ^ 

Then my Lord Self-denial took courage, and set to the pursuing 
of the Diabolonians with my Lord Will-be- will ^ and they took 
Live-by-feeling, and they took Legal-life, Und put them in hold 
till they died. But Mr Unbelief was a nimble Jack, him tl^ey 
oonld never lay hold of^ though they attempted to d& it often. He 
therefore, and same fqw more of the subtlest of the Diabolonian 
tribe, yet remained in Mansoul, to the time that Mansoul left oS 
to dwell any longer in the kingdom of Universe. But they kept 
them to their dens and holes; if one of them appeared, or hap- 
pened to be seen in any of the streets of the town of Mansoul, the 
whole town would be in arms after them, yea, the very children in 
Mansoul would cry out after them as after a thief, would wish that 
they might stone them to death with stones. And now Mansoul 
arriv*»d to some degree of peace and quiet, her prince also abod6 
within hejr borders, her captains also, and her solders did their 
duties, and Mansoul minded her trade that she had with the 
country afar off; als^she was busy in her manufacture.

I Self-denial must be opposed to self-love. "If, through ilie spirit, we morUfy 
the deeds oi'the body, wc shall live," and shall also haply exxicrience, " that to be 
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When the tov|i of Mandoul had thus far rid themseWes of so 
many of their enemies, and the trouhlers of their peace, the prinee 
sent to them, and appointed a day wherein he would meet the 
whole people at the market-place, and there give them in charge 
concerning the future matters, that, if observed, would tend to their 
farther safety and comfort, and to the condemnation and destruc« 
tion of their home-bred Diabolonians. So the day appointed was 
come, and^the townsmen met together; Immanuel also came down 
in his chariot, and all his captains in their st§te attending of hiih on 
the right hand, and on the left. Then was an O yes made for 
silence, and, after some mutual carriages of love, the prince be-- 
gan, and thus proceeded:

molestation to a wUHnj^ness to close vith thy good. and happiness. 
And when I had gotten a complete conquest overthee, I turned it 
to thy advantage. 

" Thou seett afto what a company of my father's host I baTe 
lodged within thy borders, captains, and rulers, soldiers, men of 
war, engines, and eieellent devices, to subdue and bring down 
thy foes; thou knowest my meaning, O Man soul. And they are 
my servants, and thine too, Mansoul. Yea, my design of possess- 
ing of thee with tbero, and the natural tendency of each of them, is 
to defend, purge, strengthen, sweeten thee for myself, O Mansoul, 
and to make thee meet for my father's presence, blessing, and glory ; 
for thou, my Mansoul, art created to be prepared unto these. 

<'Thou seest moreover, my Mansoul^how I have passed by thy 
jl^ . , backs! idings, and have healed thee.

withdrawn my presence from thee. The way of backslidir^g was 
tbine, but the way and means of recovery was mine. I invented 
the means of thy retui*n; it was I that made a hedge and a wall, 
' when thou wast beginning to turn to things in which I delighted 
not. It was I that made Uiy sweet bitter, thy day night, thy smooth 
way thorny, and that also confounded all that sought thy destruction. 
It was I that set Mr Godly-fear to work in Mansoul. It was I 
that stirred up thy conscience and understanding, thy will and thy 
affections, after tliy great and woful decay. It was I that put life 
into thee, O Mansoul, to seek me, that thou migbtcst find me, 
and, in thy finding, find thine own health, happiness, and salvation. 
It was I that fetelied the second time the Diabolonians out of Man- 
soul; it was I that overcame them, and that destroyed them before 
thy face.

I will even there set it up for my fatlier'a 
habitation, because forthat purposelt was at first erect* 
sd in the kingdom of Universe; and there will I make it a spectacle 
of ivonder, a monument of mercy. There shall the natives of 
Mansonl see all that of which they have seen nothing here; there 
shall they be equal to tho*^ unto whom they hkve been inferior 
here. And there shalt thou, O my Mansoul, have such communion 
with me, ivith my father, and with your lord secretary, as is not 
possSl^le here to be enjoyed, nor ever eould be, shooldst thou live 
in Universe the space of a. thousand years. 

** There, O my Mansoul, thou shall be afraid of murderers no 
more ; of Diabolonians no more. There shall be no more plots, 
nor contrivances, nar designs against thee, O my Mansoul.

There thou shalt meet with no 
m eaven, g^j.^^ ^^^ grief, nor shall it be possible that any Dia* 
bolonian should again (for ever) be able to creep into thy skirts, 
burrow in thy walls, or be seen within thy borders all the days of 
eternity. Life shall there last longer than here you are able to 
desire it should, and yet it shall always be sweet and new, nor 
shall any impediment attend it for ever. 

"There, O Mansoul, thou shalt meet with many of those that 
have been like thee, and that have been partakers of thy sorrows; 
even such as I have chosen and redeemed, and set apart, as thou, 
for my father's court and city royal. All they will be glad in 
tliee; and thou, when thou seest them, shalt be glad in thine heart. 

^' There are things, O Mansoul, even things of thy father's pro- 
Tiding and mine, that never were seen since the beginning of the 
world, and they are laid up with my father, and sealed up among 
his treasures for thee, till thou shalt corie thither to them. I told 
you before that I would remove my Mansoul, and set it up else- 
where; and where I will set it, there are those that love thee, and 
those that rejoice in thee now, but much mor<; when they see thee 
exalted to honour. My father will then send them for you to fetch 
you; and their bosoms are chariots to put you in. And thou, O 
my Mansoul, shalt ride up'^n. the wings of the wind, Psal. Ixviii, 
17. They will come to r*,nvey, conduct, and bring you to that, 
when your eyes see more, that will be your desired haven. 
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•* And thns, O my Mansoal, I have showed unto thee what shall 
be done to thee hereafter, if thouoanst uoderstand^ and now I will 
tell thee what at present must be thy duty and p^ctice, until I 
shall come and fetch thee to myself according as is related in the 
seriptufes of truth.
